Stage Authors and Composers and also 
for Edward Schuberth & Company. 

Others appearing were Benjamin Starr 
for the Arrangers’ Guild of America and 
Albert E. Conradis for the Music Print- 
ing Products Group Administrative 
Agency. He contended the proposed 
code and the one for his industry would 
cross wires. Differing from heated pro- 
tests which have marked hearings on 
most if rot all of codes for amusement 
industries, there was little objection 
heard to labor provisions. Paine, for 
example. asserting that fair trade prac- 
tice provisions of the code were so badly 
needed popular publishers would be will- 
ing to let the government write its own 
hour and wage provisions. Agreeing that 
the code would be of great benefit to 
every member of the industry, Link, 
however, advised the Deputy Adminis- 
trator his preference would be that the 
labor provisions as they appear in the 
code be adhered to.

per cent on and after October 1, as fast as their respective contracts run out with 
the American Society of Composers, Authors and Publishers. 
of the 10 cents per seat per year which has prevailed for over 15 years, will then be 
based on a license fee equal to one capacity performance at the highest rate charged 
Thus the Radio City Music Hall, for instance, which now pays 


at the box office. 
#600 per year for its license because it 
has 6,000 seating capacity, will pay a pos- 
sible $6,700 for the privilege of using 
copyrighted music controlled by ASCAP 
as part of its shows. 

Based on the new ASCAP tariff, the 
Music Hall for example cn Sunday nights 
can sell 944 seats at $1.65, and 5,200 seats 
at 99 cents. This totals $6,705.60, which 
should be its new license fee annually. 
The Paramount, with 4,000 seats, now 
paying about $400 a year, will have its fee 
jumped to $3,960. 

Average rate for the smaller houses is 
not expected to be increased to great ex- 
tent and in some cases their fee may be 
lowered as a result of the new basic rates, 
which were formulated by E. C. Mills, gen- 
eral manager of ASCAP, upon the findings 
of the special rate committee recently 
formed to find ways and means of in- 
creasing the ASCAP revenue. 

Conferences between ASCAPofficials and 
leaders of important motion picture thea- 
ter groups appear to have been smoothly 
run off and the new tariff proposed tenta- 
tively accepted since ASCAP takes the 
stand that it has played bail long enough 
with m. p. and vaude houses, both indies 
and chains. Whether a fight will develop 
remains to be seen. 


Warner Cuts Year 
Loss to $500,000

The minimum rate for annual license in any case is fixed at ten (10) 
cents per seat, except if theater operates three or less days per week, in which 
case five (5) cents per seat is the rate. 

Iv.—For theaters which operate irregularly—or are operated for terms 
of less than a full year period, the rate is 1/12 of the above for each month 
or fraction thereof actuaily operated. 

V.—By theaters regularly operated the fee is payable quarterly (every 
three months) in advance.

VI.—The above schedule or rates is effective on and after October 1, 1934. 
They cover, and licenses issued by ASCAP relate to and authorize, the non- 
dramatic public performance of all musical compositions coyprighted by the 
members of ASCAP and of all foreign similar societies with which ASCAP has 
reciprocal relations.

VII.—If for any reason any section of seats is closed off and sale of tickets 
thereto is discontinued, such seats may be deducted from the “capacity” of 
the theater. If the price or performance policy of the theater changes dur- 
ing the license year, ASCAP should be promptly notified so that license fee 
rate may be accordingly readjusted.

Actor Accident Insurance 


Denounces show business for avoiding proper insurance 
protection for actors — says employers cannot evade 
responsibility—independent contractor clause angle 


NEW YORK, July 30.—Howard S. Cullman, receiver of the Roxy Theater and 
foremost authority on Workmen’s Compensation laws. denounced the theatrical 
business for its chiseling methods in avoiding proper insurance for its employees, 


especially performers. 


Cullman’s statement came after reading the first of a series 


of articles on performers’ rights in damage cases in last week's issue of The Billboard. 


Cullman said: “The theatrical business 


to pass the buck to agents in insurance cases involving performers. 


actor gets it in the neck.” 


On the rights of an actor, under the 
W. C. laws, Cullman said: “Actors and 
actresses performing on any stage, in 
any night club or in any amusement 
place are working in industry the same 
as a carpenter, a plumber, etc. The mere 
fact that an actor may be engaged by or 
thru an agent does not limit the liability 
of the employer. 


“The employer is responsible at all 
times. He has the right to shift the re- 
sponsibility to an insurance company, of 
course. There are four ways in which an 
employer can insure his employees: 
Thru a State Pund, a stock casualty 
company, a@ mutual company, or, with 
rroper qualifications, with a  self-in- 
surer. 


“The employer is responsible even tho 
he is carrying insurance. The insur- 
ance carrier is simply a media used by 
employers to eliminate large risks.” 


Cullman said the Roxy Theater has 
every employee under its State Pund in- 
surance, in accordance with the Work- 
men’s Compensation Laws. 

Practically all theaters are covered by 
adequate insurance against actor or em- 
ployee accidents, but the smaller eat- 
eries and night spots are often not pro- 
tected, a checkup reveals. The smaller 
eateries using floor shows are often run 
on a fly-by-night basis. If an actor 
wins a judgment against the spot, the 
employer often promptly goes into 
bankruptcy. Often ownership changes 
sc rapidly that an accident claim is al- 
most impossible to negotiate or collect. 

Theaters, which are usually adequate- 
ly insured, dcn’t always give the actor 
the break, however. RKO, for example, 
wracked its legal brains in 1925 for ways 
to avoid paying enormous insurance 
premiums under the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Laws. At that time the heavy 
vaude budgets jacked up the insurance 
rates tremendously. 

The RKO Legal Department finally 
hit on the “independent contractor” 
angle and inserted the clause that the 
contract was between the Manager and 
the Artist, the latter “contracting here- 
in as an independent contractor and not 
as employee.” 

This clause enabled RKO to take the 
actor out of the employee class and 
thus pay lower insurance rates. The 
clause has saved RKO hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars.

Receiver Plea Lost, NVA, Inc., 
Asks for Fund Injunction 


Supreme Court denies receivership appointment—suit 


ordered heard in October—NV A, Inc., files new “exam- 
ination before trial” motion—requests injunction 


NEW YORK, July 28.—The NVA, Inc., motion for the appointment of a receiver 
for the NVA Pund was denied Thursday by Supreme Court Justice Louis A. Valente. 
The judge said that such a receivership would “defeat the object for which the funds 
have been collected.” He added that the Fund’s “benevolent activities” should not 
be interfered with, and that if these activities “are misdirected, or if money is 
wasted for administrative purposes, the individual defendants (circuit officials) are 
financially able to respond.” The judge also directed the case placed on the October 


calendar for early trial “in the interest 
of impending ¢rives for funds.” With its 
first important legal move lost, the NVA, 
Inc., made another légal attack on the 
Fund Tuesday when it filed a “show 
cause order,” to be heard August 2 in 
the Supreme Court. If this order is 
granted, the individual members of the 
Fund will be obliged to submit to an 
“examination before trial.” At the same 
time, the NVA, Inc., filed an action ask- 
ing an injunction restraining the Pund 
— handling money now in its posses- 
on. 


The newest affidavits were signed by 
Henry Chesterfield and Benjamin Reass, 
his counsel, and are directed at Nathan 
Burkan, Harold Rodner, Moe Silver, Harry 
M. Warner, Charles C. Moskowitz, Nicholas 
Schenck. Martin E. King, Sam A. Scribner, 
Sam Katz, Sam Dembow Jr., Spion Realty 
Corporation, 229 W. 46th Street Corpora- 
tion, NVA Fund, Pat Casey, William J. 
Sullivan, Edward Alperscn, Leslie Thomp- 
son, Hiram S. Brown and Edward A. 
Schiller. 


If the court grants the order, both 
sides will bave to confer on the various 
points listed. This confab may be the 
basis of an out-cf-court settlement. ‘The 
order asks the Fund to supply practically 
every record involved in its operation. 

Among other things. the order cecks 
to prove that the ennual NVA drives 
netted 83,355,757.37 from 1922 to 1933; 


that the Fund, since May, 1929, had 
“wasted and diverted to its own uses, sub- 
stantial sums of money belonging to” 
the NVA, Inc.; that the Fund spent 
$70,000 for salaries and office expense: 
that the Fund would not permit Chester- 
field to inspect its books; that the Fund 
received an offer to lease the clubhouse 
for $100,000 May, 1931, and then tried 
to close the clubhouse so that it (the 
Fund) could use ithe money received 
for illegitimate purposes. 


The order also seeks to prove that 
Harry M. Warner controls the directorate 
of the NVA Fund, and asks that the Fund 
be “promptly restrained” before it mis- 
uses moneys it controls. 


This “show cause order” is accom- 
panied by an action for a “temporary and 
permanent injunction” restraining the 
Fund from “in any way administering 
any moneys which may have come to its 
possession for the benefit of the plaintiff 
(NVA, Inc.).” 


The plea for an injunction alleges, 
among other things, that William J. Lee 
continued to receive his 3175 a week 
salary three months after Harold Rodner 
had taken over his duties, despite the 
Fund’s insistence that no more money 
wes available for the clubhouse and the 
dole jist

NEW YORK, July 30.—The dispute 
between two unions here as to jurisdic- 
tion over wardrobe attendants has been 
settled. The American Federation of 
Labor office, thru William Mahoney, 
ruled that Local 135 of the Building 
Service Employees’ International Union 
drop “Wardrobe Attendants” from its 
mame and substitute “Checkroom At- 
tendants.” The Theatrical Wardrobe 
Women Attendants’ International Union 
here had complained to the AFL that 
Local 135 was encroaching on its juris- 
diction. 


Under the arrangement Local 135 will 
stick to checkroom and washroom at- 
tendants and cigaret girls. Joe Jacobs 
and George Szalise represented Local 135 
and Mrs. Augusta Ocker the theatrical 
wardrobe union at the conference. 


Meanwhile the checkroom attendants’ 
union reports signing up members in 
Billy Rose’s Music Hall, Ben Marden’s 
Riviera, Pavillon Royal Club and the 
Showplace.

been sending us clippings of 
Tucker comment snipped from 
papers published wherever she 
has played. ‘All of them reflect the 
immense popularity of the sweet- 
heart of performerdom. What 
struck us as most indicative of her 
magic hold on the public, how- 
ever, was the collection of what 
the Britishers call cuttings cover- 
ing her engagement at the Empire 
Theater, Glasgow. 


While performers usually buy 
advertising space to reproduce 
favorable notices we deem it a 
pleasure and privilege to accord 
to Soph an exhibit in this pillar of 
what Glasgow’s scriveners think 
ot her as a woman and a per- 
iormer. Anybody who has been in 
‘the show business—and ’way up 
on top, too—all these years and 
tightens her hold more and more 
as time passes on the affections 
of the public and her fellow artists 
deserves such a modest tribute, at 
least. 


Here’s what one of the boys 
said: 

“The one and only Sophie Tucker makes 
her appearance at the Empire Theater, 
Glasgow, after an absence of three years. 
She found her public waiting for her and 
she received a rapturous ovation. 


“‘That, as she explained later, ‘set 
me right going.’ At one point it looked as 
if she were never to be allowed to stop, 
jor after she had completed her reper- 
toire of new song hits she was called 
back again and again to sing some of 
her well-known successes.” 


Another critic lets out steam 
this way: 

“Nobody who is adult and likes his or 
her humor marked with an ‘A’ certificate 
should miss Sophie Tucker, ‘the first and 
last of the red-hot mammas,’ who heads 


the bill at the Empire Theater, Glasgow, 
this week, 


“Sophie says it is a long time since she 
was last in Glasgow; well, if that is so, 
Glasgow has been for a long time with- 
out a good stomach (get that?) laugh. 


“She sings the naughty (as she calls 
them herself) songs in a more breezy and 
broad and likeable way than any come- 
dienne I know. You can't help liking 
Sophie—and her pianist, Ted Shapiro.” 


Not to be outdone by his col- 
leagues a third critic, signing him- 
self “J. M’K.,” spurts out the fol- 
lowing mid sips of his afternoon 
tea (Scotchmen are guilty, too): 


“<«There’s prosperity around the carner 
—in a taricab,’ says Sophie Tucker. From 
which you can take it that she is still 
the first of the ‘red-hot mammas’ (film 
place betting in proportion) 

“I think she broke square with the 
weather last night. For instance, ‘Louts- 
ville Lady’ and ‘Lord, You Made the Night 


Too Long’ nave more in them than sheer 
sentiment, and there is no need to worry 
about songs with titles like ‘Stay at 


Home, Pop,’ ‘The Man I Love’ and ‘Er- 
traordinary Man,’” 

These are but niggardly sam- 
ples of the critical comment Soph 
has been drawing abroad. She is 


still and will be for a long time to 
come one of the best showmen of 
the stage. She also has everything 
radio needs for listener response, 
but she is still one of those outside 
looking in. We hope radio doesn’t 
wake up when it’s too late. Not 
only in Soph’s case, but as far as 
are concerned some of the grand- 
est performers we have such as 
Belle Baker, Georgie Price and J. 
}larold Murray. Altho most of 
them have had a break or two on 
the air, they’ve had, under the 
conditions that governed their 
tries, about as much chance of 
making good as a snowball in a 
hot frying pan. 


Like the absent-minded profes- 
sor, it sometimes seems that the 
radio big shots are looking all over 
for their spectacles while they are 
resting on their foreheads. It’s not 
au matter of sentiment here; 
merely good business. 


+ 


Despite the alarmist cries of the 
hidebound independents in the 
film exhibition field whose dope 
is usually straight we don’t share 
with them the opinion or convic- 
tion that Division NRA Adminis- 
trator Sol Rosenblatt is playing 
favorites in the enforcement or 
interpretation of -any of the 
amusement industry codes. But 
in the case of one code — that 
promulgated for the burlesque 
field — we don’t find anything 
praiseworthy in the judgment of 
Rosenblatt’s divisions as regards 
personnel. 


True, the burlesque field permits a 
very limited choice of personalities, but 
we feel definitely that Rosenblatt and 
Bill Farnsworth, whom we also admire 
as a man trying to do a difficuit job well, 
weren't at their best when they aid the 
picking for burlesque. Several of the 
boys with power on the Burlesque Code 
Authority do not measure up to the high 
standards which one would naturally ex- 
pect in these important positions. The 
trade recognizes their status and their 
choice tends to lower the respect of burly 
folk for the Federal Government. A more 
practical consideration is that of the 
actual administration of the code. 


There's an old axiom in the show busi- 
ness, “Once a chiseler always a chiseler.” 
Human nature does not make exceptions 
for the NRA and that axiom is as good 
today as it was in the days of P. T. 
Barnum and Buffalo Bill. 


+ 


Everybody's talking about the won- 
derful opportunity vaudeville has to get 
back on its feet next season as a result 
of the boycott and censorship moves 
row potent in the film field. There’s 
something to 1t and, besides, films have 
reached the stage where they again need 
something to augment their appeal. 
Stage shows alone will fill the bill, and 
circuits, we are told, are making prep- 
arations accordingly. Tf only actors will 
stick to their guns, take advantage of 
the marvelous lessons they have learned 
in recent months and support their own 
organization, the AFA, everything may 
vet turn out all right. Bookers who will 
chisel on shows, exhibitors who will be 
stingy with budgets will hurt themselves 
and the goose that they expect will lay 
the golden egg. Vaudeville will come 
back. Yet there are lots of ifs, ands and 
buts—all included in the foregoing 
categories.

Temporary License 


Explained by FCC 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Renewals of 
radio licenses, temporarily, to stations of 
NBC and CBS, by Communications 
Commission, following transfer to it of 
functions of Federal Radio Commission, 


is explained at offices of the Commis- 
sion as follows: 


Action to this end does not represent 
a formal policy of the Commission. This 
body, as did the Radio Commission, must 
take cognizance of the section of law 
which forbids use of stations in foreign 
countries. Situations developing under 
this provision has threatened to inter- 
fere with efforts of major broadcasting 
agercies to get programs of very great 
interest from some of the foreign coun- 
tries. For example, CBS would not be 
able to get some of its best programs 
from Canada, were this law strictly en- 
forced. On the other hand, situations 
developing in Mexico have caused con- 
cern. 


As a result, the new Commission had 
adopted an order as follows, relating to 
Section 325 (b) and (c), which require a 
permit for maintenance of studio fur- 
nishing programs to foreign radio sta- 
tions: 


In order to continue existing service 
pending receipt of and action upon ap- 
plications under Section 325 (b) and (c), 
the Commission ordered that temporary 
licenses be issued to the National Broad- 
casting Company, Inc., and the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System authorizing the 
maintenance and use by them, or by any 
Ferson subsidiary thereto or affiliated 
therewith by contract or otherwise, of 
any existing radio broadcasting studios 
or other apparatus from which programs 
are produced and transmitted to a radio 
broadcasting station in Canada, said per- 
mit to contain the following express con- 
dition: 


This permit is issued on a tem 
basis only and is subject to cancellation 
at any time by the Commission with- 
out notice or hearing. The authority 
herein granted shall not be construed 
as a finding that the location, mainte- 
nance or use of said studios for the

Coast Strike Aided 
NBC To Save Money 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 28. — Recent 
sympathetic strike of musicians gave 
NBC an opportunity to save itself ap- 
proximately one grand a week when the 
network refused to rehire two directors, 
Charles Hart and Clyde Doerr, and nine 
musicians. 


Network stated that the musicians 
were warned several weeks ago that if 
they joined the general walkout, with- 
out the regular two weeks’ netice, the 
chain would rehire whom it pleased. 
The ousted musicians declare that NBC 
showed discrimination and such action 
on the part of the network is prohibited 
under the return to work order of the 
strike committee and musicians’ union. 


NBC has been looking for a legitimate 
excuse for some time to cut down ex- 
penses, the contention being that it had 
too many musicians and can get along 
very nicely without those who were 
eliminated. 


Hart conducted a string and woodwind 
ensemble of eight men and women and 
Doerr a small dance band. Musicians 
eliminated were from both orchestras. 
Hart had been with NBC for five years. 
Doerr came here about six months ago 
from the East. 


When the walkout went into effect, 
NBC saved around $4,000 on musicians 
for the week. Altho the musicians were 
ready to go back to work July 19 when 
the strike ended, NBC informed the 
men they couldn't return until the fol- 
lowing Monday because previous sched- 
ules had been laid out without them.

N. Y. Stations Help Speed Work 
On Children’s Program Survey 


NEW YORK, July 28.—Results of the 
children’s program survey made by I. L. 
Fisenberg, Columbia University philoso- 
Phy student, will be known sooner than 
anticipated due to the interest in the 
unique undertakirg evinced by the Na- 
ticnal Broadcasting Company, the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System and the 
Pamberger Broadcasting Service. Thru 
the three local network key stations 
ecntrolled by the first two and WOR by 
the last mentioned concern, Eisenberg 
has been enabled to take on more cleri- 
cal help and is fast compiling his net 
results. 


At a recent talk to radio men and 
others at the offices of the Association 
of Advertising Agencies of America, Eis- 
enberg stated that with the limited help 
he now had !t was possible his final 
tabulation of over 500,000 items would 
take a year. This included his more 
recent survey and study of children’s 
programs on leading New York outlets, 
intended to be of perennial value to ad 
agency, broadcaster and sponsor alike. 
Conference resulted in stations WEAF, 
WJZ, WABC and WOR making a finan- 


cial arrangement with Fisenberg and 
sum involved was to be considered in a 
deal when his book holding the infor- 
mation came off the press. 


As exclusively stated in The Rillboard 
of June 23, Eisenberg undertook to make 
one of the most complete surveys of 
children’s programs in radio history, 
marking the child’s reaction from every 
possible angle. About 3,200 school chil- 
dren filled out questionnaires answer- 
ing 62 questions. These were followed 
up by additional interview blanks as 
well as a check made on the parents of 
the children. All classes of children were 
included, from public school children in 
the city fo those residing in exclusive 
suburbs. 

In a talk before the Market and Re- 
search Council, Eisenberg’s methods 
proved so thoro as he outlined his study 
then being completed, it quickly fired 
the imagination of the radio and ad 
agency men present. Eisenberg made 
the study under the direction of a com- 
mittee of professors of Teachers’ Col- 
lege, Columbia University, as a disserta- 
tion.

On first thought, Gulf Oil's attempts 
at entertainment thru rebroadcasting 
short-waved shows from London, Berlin, 
Paris and Vienna, in the order named, 
might impress as astute showmanship. 
Later thoughts, however, might reverse 
that belief or at least reduce first- 
thought enthusiasm. Several angles in- 
ject themselves into consideration. 
First, how much does an international 


broadcast mean to the average listener ' 


today, particularly since both networks 
have brought over a large number of 
sustaining international programs? Plus, 
of course, short-wave sets so greatly in 
vogue. 


Secondly, how much would that cross- 
the-ocean hop mean when the enter- 
tainment stacks up as mediocre and 
strange to American ears and with far 
better programs not so far distant from 
the blue network niche cn the dial? 
And, finally, how will Americans receive 
the idea of an American firm spending 
plenty of money in various European 
ccuntries? Those countries are still giv- 
ing Uncle Sam a lahdedah on his war 
debts. That means taxation to the 
American listener if, of course, he hap- 
pens to think about all this when he’s 
sitting at the loud-speaker. 

This reviewer isn’t able to answer the 
questions projected and probably the 
best answer will be delivered from the 
return of the broadcasts themselves. 
Neither the London or Berlin broadcast 
stacked up against programs originating 
here, with Berlin’s show far below that 
of John Bull's offering. That German 
broadcast, of course, brings in a lot of 
angles, angles that are too obvious, be- 
cause of Hitler and his Nazis, to go over. 
Entertainment from Unter den Linden 
included Ludwig Lueth’s Orchestra, the 
Comedian Harmonists, Ernest Groh, a 
fine baritone and a girl singer whose 
name could not be caught but whose 
voice has something. The Harmonists 
might be known a wee bit over here 
thru a recent American visit. Lueth’s 
Orchestra won't mean anything fo 
American listeners other than a German 
band playing outside of the window. 
Whole program was in the same tenor 
and had the deadly monotone of Ger- 
man “moosic.” Compared to some of 
the bands short-waved to this country 
when American Tobacco Company did a 
similar stunt with Walter Winchell on 
its program, Lueth is an also ran who 
just missed getting scratched. 

It will probably sum up to be a 50-50 
break for the gas company. J. P.

Flowers came in for their 
Own as well as the tale of Warner Bax- 
ter, film star, doing his stuff in the 
kitchen. His favorite chicken dumpling 
recipe was then given.

Pure Oil, with distribution of its oil 
and gas products in 32 States east of the 
Rockies, has gone in quite heavily for 
spot broadcasting with live talent. The 
idea hardly seems to be a poor one, judg- 
ihg from this particular show bound to 
be a regional favorite what with more or 
less local talent on the job. The “Pure 
Oil 60 Mammoth Minstrels” has every 
ingredient that goes toward building an 
old-time show of its kind. There is a 
suitable orchestra, excellent voices, good 
artists who can speak their lines well 
and material that does not rely alto- 
gether on the much-maligned Joe Miller. 


As usual the “entire company” starts 
the ball rolling with a Dixie song. The 
proverbial “gentlemen be seated” fol- 
lows, and subsequently the dialog is 
cone in Negro dialect to great extent. 
There is the Bert Williams number; the 
bass singer does his Out Where the 
Breakers Roar; a Biblical yarn gets 
twisted up by Ephraim, ana capping the 
climax is none other than a direct 
descendant of the Hatfields, of Hatfield-

baritone of note, doing Chloe. 


The Pure Oil commentator gets in an 
inning, in which he does a few Ripleys 
before lapsing into a good-sized com- 
mercial credit for Tiolene products.

hand, and the comedy is not without its 
moments, as witnessed by the letter 
from a rich cousin in Texas.

Seeks Radical ASCAP Change A 


Won't sign new agreements giving writers half owner- 
ship in copyrights—wwant new method in selecting board 
and in classification—officials unperturbed 

e 


NEW YORK, July 28.—There may be a little Nazi trouble in Austria, but @ 
group of publishers dissatisfied with the proposed new 10-year agreements for the 
members of the American Society of Composers, Authors and Publishers has 
started a full-fledged revolt in the ranks of the organization and the ramifications 
ultimately be felt by every user of copyrighted music in the country. Publishers 
fired two opening shots when two letters were sent out to the membership of 
ASCAP, one signed by four members of the board of directors and the other by 13 


publishers. While the latter stated in 
its letter that it constituted a minority 
group, they include most of the leading 
publishers of popular music. 


Letter signed by board members had 
the signatures of E. H. Morris, Max Drey- 
fus, Walter S. Fischer and Saul Born- 
stein. The first two are of the Warner 
Bros. group of publishers, the third Carl 
Fischer and the fourth Irving Berlin, Inc. 
This letter, which was a short one, decried 
the practice of a self-perpetuated board 
of directors; asked for a change in the 
organization by-laws and a different sys- 
tem of classification whereby the ASCAP 
revenue is distributed. Communication 
insisted that it desired by all means to 
save the society from harm and keep it 
going. 

Other letter to all members was signed 
by Chappell-Harms, Inc.; Harms, Inc.; 
Remick, T. B. Harms and M. Witmark & 
Sons, the five houses being the Warner 
Bros. group of publishers. Also John 
Church Company, Oliver Ditson Com- 
pany and Theodore Presser Company, 
comprising the Presser group. Leo Feist, 
Inc.; Carl Fischer, Mills Music Company 
and Irving Berlin, Inc., completed the 
13 signers and comprise the independent 
publishers among the insurgents. 

These 13 publishing concerns main- 
tained in their letter that ASCAP must be 
preserved, but that they disapproved of 
the new agreements proposed for ASCAP 
and its members, the methods of clas- 
sification and above all the proposed 
50-50 ownership of copyright. They are 
willing to divide the revenue on a 50-50 
basis with the writers, but desire that 
the copyright ownership be vested only 
in the publisher. 


ASCAP Officials Calm 
ASCAP officials appear to be unper- 


turbed about. the whole matter. They 
point out that in the case of the four 
members of the board the letter over- 
looked mentioning the fact that they 
were among those who voted unanimously 
in favor of the new agreements being 
adopted as is. Also after having taken 
the privilege of being on a board that 
is self-perpetuated and still remaining 
as such members, they have suddenly 
turned around and done nothing but 
attack their own work. 


All writer and publisher members will 
be signed as fast as possible in the usual 
manner for the term beginning January 
1, 1936, to December 31, 1946. There are 
over 100 publisher members without the 
13 who constitute the rebels. Also over 
500 authors and composers. Society of- 
ficials believe they can continue as usual 
with their writer members if no one else 
and that the insurgent publishers who 
are not members of ASCAP after the 
current agreements run Out in December, 
1935, can do their own licensing with 
such works in which they own the copy- 
rights. 


ASCAP officials further opine that all 
new contracts between writers and their 
publishers could specify that the per- 
forming rights ownership shall be on a 
50-50 basis with the result that the 
writers will eventually obtain the upper 
hand. Current practice has all copy- 
rights in the publisher’s name. 


The Publishers’ Angle 


Unofficial spokesman for the publishers 
claims that they have no hesitation in 
acknowledging the 50-50 division of 
ASCAP revenue between writer and pub-

(Continued from opposite page) 
lisher, but that actual ownership of these 
rights should remain with the publisher 
for very simple legal reasons. Two all in- 
tents and purposes the writer has a 59 
per cent share in the rights. But to 
actually divide the copyright ownership 
legally, would present every conceivable 
drawback in the event ASCAP decides to 
voluntarily dissolve or is ordered to dis- 
band as a result of the Federal Govern- 
ment or private interests winning a suit 
against it and proving it a monopoly 
operating in violation of anti-trust laws 
or as an illegal combine. 

While the publishers are willing to 
divide the revenue equally, in the event 
of ASCAP being dissolved, there would 
be the impossible status of more than 
one owner of a copyright and each en- 
titled probably to license it for perform- 
ing rights. Such divisability of rights, 
known as “tenancy in common,” would 
meet with different laws in nearly every 
State in the Union and the administra- 
tion would be next to impossible. They 
also hold up the ERPI experience. 

The publishers go on record as con- 
ceding the 50-50 rights of the writer and 
would divide the copvright ownership if 
it was known ASCAP would go on in- 
definitely. They wish to avoid confusion 
in the future, they say, will give the half 
due the writers, just as tho they owned 
half of the copyright. They want a board 
elected by the membership instead of a 
self-perpetuated board and a complete 
change in classification methods. All of 
which necessitates a change in ASCAP’s 
by-laws. Publishers involved have re- 
tained Prancis Gilbert, of Gilbert & Gil- 
bert, as their attorney. Nathan Burkan, 
general counsel for ASCAP, will look after 
its legal entanglements if any as usual. 

Saul Bornstein is credited with being 
the chief worker in the movement, due 
to pressure from Irving Berlin, who 
thought that as both an author and com- 
poser he should be entitled to collect 
twice. One publisher who owns copy- 
rights outright voiced a similar idea 
such as collecting at the writer and pub- 
lisher end.

DETROIT, July 28.—Detroit vaudeville 
booking agents have won a big victory 
with the issuing of an order by Heinrich 
Pickert, Commissioner of Police, requir- 
ing that all gardens and cafes in the 
city book thru licensed agencies. While 
the order applies to cafe entertainment 
only, it is presumed that similar legal 
power could be found to extend it to 
other fields, including theatrical, if nec- 
essary. 

The order followed a conference of 
John H. Marolf, Deputy Administrator 
of Private Employment Bureaus for 
Michigan, with Mayor Frank Couzens 
and other city officials over the theat- 
rical situation. 

Pickert’s order, issued to all precinct 
officers in the police department, reads, 
in part: “In re certain regulations 
adopted with passage of the so-called 
Cabaret Ordinance No. 280 C, we remind 
you of the provisicn requiring licensees 
under this ordinance to feature only 
entertainers bobked thru duly licensed 
booking agencies. Cabaret operators 
under your jurisdiction should be 
warned at length by you regarding such 
entertainment and entertainers.” 

This rule effectually stops the pook- 
ing of acts direct, while the booking by 
unlicensed agencies has been pretty well 
stamped out by the campaign waged for 
several months by Marolf.

LaGuardia promised an AFA delegation Tuesday that vaude actors will be given pref- 
erence over all other workers listed on the CWA relief rol!s. In Boston, Tom Senna, 
AFA rep, is working out a plan with the Emergency Relief Administration thru which

Up-State Publix 
Spots Use Vaude 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., July 28. — 
The Publix State Theater here reports 
increased business, despite hot weather, 
due to its new policy of full-week stage 
shows.

Interstate Policy 
To Be Set Soon

1, it is expected that he will give his 
attention to a discussion of policy. 

Charlie Freeman, continuing to make 
his office in the Paramount Building, 
will probably talk, with Hoblitzelle this 
week about resuming with the units as 
they did several months-ago. It is an- 
ticipated that Hoblitzelle will give Pree- 
man his consent to go ahead and send 
on the unit shows. 


Bookers Stumped Over B.-O. 
Needs as Big Names Lay Eggs 


NEW YORK, July 30.—With vaude in 
such a tough spot, bookers are wonder- 
ing what has b.-o. value nowadays. After 
being stung time and time again in 
spending heavy dough for freak attrac- 
tions or for personal appearances of 
stars from other fields, the bookers are 
ready to admit that nobody can figure 
out the box office. 

Most of the big salaries this season 
went to “names” from radio and pic- 
tures. Some of them flopped and some 
really drew customers. But, generally 
speaking, their salaries were so high 
that rarely could a theater make money 
on the booking. As for freak attrac- 


tions, Aimee Semple MéPherson’s flop 
still lingers at the Capitol. Others, such 
as Max Baer, Barney Ross, famous fliers, 
etc., did better. 


Baer, for example, drew $5,000 and a 
split at the local Paramount, $6,000 and 
a split for his next two dates, and $8,500 
flat for his Chicago date. He did bust- 
ness, of course, but not enough, the 
bookers complain. 


As for radio names, Loew’s experience 
has been that single radio attractions 
rarely made money for a house, altho 
all-radio units did all right, especially 
at the Paradise, Bronx. 


12 to 15 Weeks for Units 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 28.—Managers of 
theaters comprising the Indiana circuit 
playing unit stage attractions booked 
thru the Burton Offices here will meet 
Monday for the purpose of arranging 
their opening dates for unit attractions 
for the coming fall and winter season. 

Cities represented on the circuit in- 
clude Anderson, Muncie, Marion, Logans- 
port, La Payette, Terre Haute, Hunting- 
ton, Crawfordsville. Bedford. Vincennes. 
Tell City, Clinton, Linton, Bicknell, Sul- 
livan, Ft. Wayne, Noblesville and other 
Indiana towns, as well as Paducah, Ky., 
and cities in Tlinois and Ohio. 

E. V. Richardson, who is in charge of 
unit bookings for the Burton office, says 
that the circuit will be prepared to offer

shows from 12 to 15 weeks by the first 
of September. 

Despite the intense heat of the last 
few weeks a number of houses on the 
circuit have continued to play unit 
shows to good results. Shows routed 
at this time include Norworth and Yost’s 
Hollywood Revels, with James Hall as 
m. c., and A. H. Howell's Palm Beach 
Girls Revue, with Will Kramer, Martin 
and Marvel, Two Inky Boys, Raymond 
Brothers and Riley and the Cara Villa 
Orchestra. Jimmy Hodges Revue will 
open on the time August 9. Montrose 
& Osborn’s Merry Mirth Makers open 
August 10 and the Moulin Rouge Revue 
opens August 15. 


In Chicago, Bert 
Clinton, AFA’s man, is co-operating with 
CWA officials of Cook County on a plan 
by which the AFA office will handle lists 
of needy vaudevillians for the CWA’s 
proposed vaude shows. 

For months the AFA and the NVA have 
tried in vain to convince government 
relief officials that vaude and outdoor 
actors are in desperate need. It was only 
until this week, however, that definite 
plans materialized. Locally, Ralph White- 
head had been pounding away at relief 
officials for months. In May he was 
promised by the Department of Public 
Welfare that a five-act AFA show would 
be used weekly by its Greycourt Home for 
Unemployed in Monroe, N. Y. A cut in 
the relief budget caused this plan to be 
dropved. Whitehead appealed to La- 
Guardia and finally LaGuardia sum- 
moned him Tuesday for a conference. 
Being out of town, Whitehead sent Frank 
E. Lynch, Guy Magley and Sid Williams 
to see the mayor. The committee first 
confabbed with Col. Earle Boothe. head 
of the Drama Department of the Works 
Division of Public Welfare, and Mrs. Grace 
Goslin, head of social service activities 
for the CWA. 


LaGuardia’s Help 


Then all five went into a huddle with 
the mayor. Lyich told the mayor that 
“for years our people have played benefit 
shows for charity organizations, political 
organizations and every worthy cause. 
In their anxiety to help others they nave 
forgotten to help themselves. We be- 
seech you to try to get some sort of ap- 
propriation for our unemployed.” Lynch 
explained that the APA could furnish 
vaude bills requiring a minimum of 
scenery and rehearsals. The mayor ad- 
mitted that vaude actors “had a kick 
coming” and told the committee to write 
William Hodson, Commissioner of Public 
Welfare, and ask that the first 50 replace- 
ments on the CWA pay roll here be given 
to vaudevillians. 

Mrs. Goslin pledged her support and 
explained that she intended to begin 
taking care of vaude performers now, but 
that she could not get her budget in- 
creased. She said the CWA had aided 
musicians and legit actors and that 
vaudevillians were next on the list, with 
chorus girls and opera singers slated to 
follow. Mrs. Goslin promised she wil) 
use the unemployed vaudevillians added 
to the pay roll as soloists between acts of 
the plays put on by Boothe’s department. 
When enough vaudevillians are taken 
on she will work them into vaude bills 
and tour them the same way as the 
Equity plays. 


City’s Theater for Vaude 


At the conference the mayor mentioned 
the fact that the city owned a theater. 
now dark, downtown and that perhaps 
vaude shows could be arranged for it. 

As for Boston, Tom Senna has con- 
ferred with ERA Administrator G. Carney 
and suggested that 130 actors, stage- 
hands, etc., be used over a circuit of 36 
CCC camps at a monthly cost of 
$27,397.20. Salaries would average $8 a 
day. 

The Chicago plans are still in the early 
stages.

More shows like the one on tap this 
week, and the Palace might get some- 
where as a grind combo house on Broad- 
way The vaude is excellent and it 
would be when employing such acts as 
Frances Langford, Buck and Bubbles, 
Enrica and Novello, Joe and Jane Mc- 
Kenna and the Four Trojans. The pix 
has W. C. Fields and Baby LeRoy shar- 
ing billing in The Old-Fashioned Way. 
Getting back to the vaude, it is a dandy 
show that doesn’t let down a bit during 
its 62-minute running time. 


Four Trojans rank aces among open- 
ing acts, and they give this bill the right 
zip and sock for the launching position. 
These acro boys are the collegiate type 
and excellent workers. Working with 
unusual speed, they present a load of 
floor acro tricks that keep your eyes 
glued on them thruout. 


Joe and Jane McKenna follow to prac- 
tically kick each other around. Here’s 
a good laugh act, and the mirth is 
gained by the duo’s disregard for their 
physical safety. They can take it, with 
Jane the better of the two. That hoke 
adagio makes a good finish. 


Frances Langford found big favor in 
the trey spot with her singing over a 
mike. No mike can hide her lovable 
personality and beautiful face and fig- 
ure. There’s no forgetting her voice, 
either, for she gives out with a lot of 
pop tunes in the grand manner. 

Buck and Bubbles show-stop again de- 
spite the fact that they are doing every- 
thing the same, altho one or two new 
gags might have sneaked in. The way 
these boys sell their wares is what gets 
the audience, but, of course, their danc- 
ing. comedy and piano playing is of 
sure-fire caliber. 

Enrica and Novello are at the head of 
a classy and entertaining flash act in 
the closing position. They are the last 
word in ballroom teams, especially when 
applying their talents to such numbers 
as Bolero. House-front billing says they 
are assisted by Sylvia and Bettina and 
John Fiore. The assisting team should 
be the male pianists, altho the billing 
doesn’t suggest it. They accompany 
well, with one of them doubling at sing- 
ing. Fiore fills a spot with an acro stair 
dance which is a corker.

The boy hoofer doing a specialty on 
stairs attached to a set of drums drew 
quite a hand for himself. 

The show on the stage is taken care 
of by the 12 Aristocrats, six mixed teams 
who dance simultaneously, and Gine, 
DeQuincey and Lewis, hoke dance trio. 
The Aristocrats. open and close, sand- 
wiching the trio act. Trio the only 
laugh act in the entire show, and the 
customers were dying for comedy.

RKO Vaudein 
N. Y. Houses 


Insufficient film product 
may oust double features—- 


would mean last-half vaude 
& 


NEW YORK, July 28.—lInsufficient 
film product to upheld double-feature 
policies will most likely compel RKO to 
install vaude in many of its local houses. 
The restoration of vaude will probably 
be in the form of week-end vaude from 
two to four-day proportions. At present 


a few of the houses are running vaude 


on Saturdays and Sundays, but this is 
found to hurt business on Mondays and 
Tuesdays. 

RKO’s film schedule with major com- 
panies for next season calls for 52 pix 
from Radio, 30 from Paramount and 30 
from Warner. The circuit has lost out 
on product from Columbia, Universal 
and Fox. This major company schedule 
only calls for 112 pix on the year, where- 
as a film house running double features 
one half needs 150 pix a year. A ho 
running double feature both halv 
needs 200 pix on the year. 

This would mean that the solution 
would be to run a combo policy from 
Saturdays to Tuesdays and double fea- 
tures the other three days. The addi- 
tional 38 pix can be made up by taking 
indie product or second-run stuff. 
Franklin, Bronx, runs Saturday and 
Sunday vaude, while the four-day vaude 
policy is expected to go into the Madi- 
son and Kenmore, Brooklyn. Other pos- 
sibilities are the 58th Street, 86th Street, 
Royal and several cthers of the old-time 
vaude background. 

Tilyou, Coney Island, runs Saturday 
and Sunday and is doing excellent busi- 
ness, which is one of the reasons the 
circuit is anxious to give it a try in other 
houses. Chester, Bronx, was considered

In New Eng.? 


Circuit gives thought to 
plan—have 30 houses—if 
okehed, Loew may follow 


e 

NEW YORK, July 28.—A boom in New 
England vaude is expected this coming 
season, with Warner Brothers leading 
the way. Now that Warner has Loew as 
opposition in that territory since Loew 
took over the Poli Time, Warner is 
presently mulling over the possibilities 
of vaude there. There is a strong prob- 
ability that Warner will go thru with 
@ combo policy, and this would mean 
forcing Loew to follow suit. Not wishing 
to be quoted, a Warner official said 
that the possibility of vaude in New 
England has not definitely been de- 
termined yet, but it is being considered. 


Warner has about 30 houses in the 
New England territory, with most of 
them in Connecticut and Massachusetts. 
Among the towns are New Haven, Water- 
bury, Bridgeport, Hartford, Worcester, 
Springfeld, Lynn, Lawrence and Ansonia. 
Waterbury was about the only town that 
played some vaude last season, and that 
was only an occasional policy. Those 
houses are all former vaudefilmers, and 
many of them were turned over to indie 
bookers on occasion. 


Loew has not come to any definite de- 
cision as yet on the policies for the 
Poli houses. It continues to use 
spasmodic flesh of one or two acts from 
the radio field. Also uses special shows 
such as opportunity nights and the like. 
The matter of these houses is a problem 
of policy that will be a hard one for 
Loew to solve, but they will be forced 
into combo provided Warner carries out 
its plans. 


A light on Loew's flesh activity with 
the Poli Time is the current activity. On 
Thursday the WICC Radio Revels opened 
at the College, New Haven, for a week's 
run. Harry Shaw produced the show, 
which comprises Carlton Weidenham- 
mer, Adaline Manzy, Billy Laden Trio;

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ROAD SEASON LOOKS GOOD

The theater being in the midst of its 
annual aestivation (summer torpor to 
you, you dope), and your reporter being 
on his annual vacation, the filling of 
this column seems something of a task. 
The rotund Mr. Franken of the radio 
department, who is conducting legit for 
two weeks with, presumably, more ardor 
and enthusiasm than legit usually re- 
ceives, kindly offered to do the columns, 
too. But the gathering of news should 
be enough with which to burden him 
in the dog days. 


At what might be described as a loss, 
your reporter turns again to an old gag, 
unearthed whenever there happens to 
be a column to fill and nothing with 
which to fill it. The old gag is, as both 
of you suspect. a further addition to 
the list of theatrical definitions that 
have appeared here on occasion hereto- 
fore. Add, then, to the column's lexicon: 
aisle—a passageway between seats, used 

as a receptacle for the legs of critics 
and other favored patrons. If one 
is seated on an aisle, a clear view 
of the stage is usually obtained. 
Sometimes this is an advantage. 


announcement—the written formulation 
of a producer’s hope. 


aside—an outworn stage trick—unless it 
is used by Eugene O'Neill, when it 
becomes the culmination of Theat- 
rical Art. 


benefii—a performance at which the ac- 
tor is requested to appear without 
pay, altho the ticket prices are 
raised far above usual levels. Benefit, 
usually accrues chiefly to the pro- 
moter of the show. A performance 
to which actors are asked to lend 
their talent, the public its money, 
and a charity organization its name, 
all without any substantial return. 


clean play—a play, without any obvious 
sex implications, which has nothing 
else to recommend it. ’ 


comedy—usually, on the modern stage, 
farce—and not even real farce ac- 
cording to its ancient and excellent 
standards. 


constructive criticism—a flat contradic- 
tion in terms. Criticism, by its very 
definition, is an evaluation. It does 
not include the suggestion of reme- 
dies. 


cut-rates — according to managers of 
full-priced shows, the bane of the 
theater; according to actors working 
for Wee & Leventhal (and accord- 
ing to Wee & Leventhal) the the- 
ater’s greatest blessing. 


jantasy—that which, by appealing to the 
imagination, convinces completely 
unimaginative playgoers that it is 
either very profound or completely 
nonsensical. 
all other classification. Anything 
which the playgoer (or critic) is un- 
able to understand. 


part—a part which offers enough 
acting fireworks to allow the actor 
to forget the character at hand and 
get his own personality across. 


French farce—a cheap sex play which 
is neither French nor farcical. 
gup—one who is found out. (This defi- 
nition applies to more than the 
theater.) 

lobby frame—an upright board with six, 
eight or ten receptacles for photo- 
graphs of play or players. If the 
play has a star, six, eight or .ten 
photogravhs of the star are usually 
used. 

marquee—the final resting-place of the 
names of dead shows. Some mar- 
quees have been known to carry a 
show's title for more than a year 
after the show’s departure. 

national theater—a theater which would 
center around the personality and 
ego of any one of a dozen individ- 
uais who have submitted plans It 
would be known as a national the-

This is predicated on the number of shows 
already available for the road, increased booking interest from out-of-town sources 
and the success that Wee and Leventhal had last year in touring their troupes. A 
highly important factor is the reversal of conditions with colleges booking shows 


Bway Legit in 
For Censorship? 


NEW YORK, July 28.—The threat of a 
possible resort to the city government 
in an attempt to clean up alleged dirt 
in Broadway legit theaters has left fhe 
producers unmoved. They feel that the 
censorship jury system which the The- 
ater League arranged three years ago is 
ample protection against any possible 
attack from the _ bluenoses. Threat 
came up this week when it was stated 
the reformers were going to broach the 
question to Mayor LaGuardia. Other 
phases of show business are involved 
also. 


Since the censorship jury system was 
arranged not one protest against legit 
dirt has come up. The American Arbi- 
tration Association has selected 100 
names, 60 men and 40 women, from 
which seven names are to be selected as 
a jury, if and when a dirt complaint 
comes in. Names of all involved are 
kept secret.

Huston and Jones Score Well as 


Central City’s “Othello” Clicks 


CENTRAL CITY. Colo, July 28— 
Othello is being presented at Central 
City in a manner that brings more ap- 
plause than any theatrical event ever 
secured in the State. Several sets are 
applauded at curtains At the end of 
the first act the applause lasted for 
two to three minutes and at the close 
it was deafening. In a speech at the 
first-act curtain Walter Huston said he 
regarded this as “tops in his acting 
career” and that he felt highly honored 
as being in so artistic and at the same 
time so successful a production. 


Version used is the one written by 
William Winter, former New York critic. 
Winter’s version was made famous by 
Edwin Booth. 


Production got off to a too fast start, 
with the prolog and the first scene and 
part of the second delivered too quickly. 
The play slowed down and attained a 
different and higher ievel when Huston 
came 6n. Some in the audience were 
inclined to laugh when the play opencd. 
Kenneth Hunter, who delivered the pro- 
log, dressed in an ancient Venetian cos- 
tume, tickled some of the crowd, but 
when the curtains opened on the sec- 
ond scene the audience settled back to 
thoroly enjoy the play and to wonder 
to what heights Jones, as designer and 
director, would next take them. 

Sets which received considerable ap- 
plause were the senate chamber, the 
first wharf scene and the closing or bed- 
room scene. Stage, altho narrow, is 
ceptionally deep, and Jones used this to 


°xK- 


great advantage. In the wharf setting, 
with only a blue-sky backdrop, the 
effect was one of looking over the ocean 
for miles. The bedroom scene contained 
only the bed, with its scarlet-red cover- 
let and canopy and a yellow-beamed 
light. 

Huston gave to the part a warmth 
and reality expected of him; Nan Sun- 
derland (Mrs. Huston) made a reai and 
personable lady of leisure of old Venice; 
Helen Freeman gave a lightness to her 
part as Miss Sunderland’s companion; 
Kenneth MacKenna gave Iago a cunning 
and audacity that made him one of 
the favorites with the audience; Ken- 
neth Hunter supplied life to the Cassio 
lines and is excellently adapted to the 
part. With the exception of the open- 
ing, the acting, settings and speed of 
the play are all that could be desired. 

Liberal use of metal cloth aided in 
making the settings perfect, and the 
acoustics of the theater, altho built 56 
years ago, are still on a par with any 
house of today. The whispers of 
Desdemona as she lay dying were audi- 
ble thruout the building. 


Production merited the applause, as 
well as the tribute paid by the capacity 
audience. which hurled scores of small 
bouquets on the stage at the close. 


Jones, the beckers and the cast must 
be given the palm for a great produc- 
tion produced in a theater that has a 
real history, and even tho located 47 


miles from a large city was packed. 


Two years ago the seats of learning did 
considerable legit booking. Last year it 
dropped off very badly. This year the 
situation has revived. However, bookers 
state that while the colleges are in- 
terested in playing shows, they haven't 
as yet generally been able to meet the 
prices and guarantees showmen demand. 
But that they are interested is a mighty 
healthy sign. One show that will tour 
already has a good number of colleges 
penciled in. One week the show has 
$3,750 guaranteed to it in two university 
stands. 


The Gordon plan for a pop priced cir- 
cuit in other than key cities had one 
outstanding development this week, when 
George Browne, president of the IATSE. 
to which organization the legit managers 
went with their scheme, stated he favored 
the suggestion. This means that shoulc 
the locals follow thru, success of the 
plan will be thrown right in Equity’s 
lap. Details of Brown’s attitude are in 
the feature section of the current issue 
of The Billboard. 


Returning to the road outlook, United 
Booking Office (Shuberts and Erlanger’s) 
has about 10 or so productions on its 
books already. Wee and Leventhal are 
already set to operate in three cities and 
will probably go to at least a half dozen. 

UBO has Ah, Wilderness; Follies, 
Mary of Scotland, No More Ladies, Men 
in White (?), Dodsworth, Roberta, Walter 
Hampden, She Loves Me Not (?), Sailor, 
Beware (?), and As Thousands Cheer. In 
addition, Leighton and Leffler are going 
to have a good number of shows on their 
books before the season starts. They al- 
ready have three of the strongest road 
attractions in the Abbey Theater Players, 
Fritz Leiber and the D’Oyly Carte G. & 8S. 
troupe. Another G. & 8S. company is a 
possibility for the West, besides. 


Wee and Leventhal are set to operate 
in Chicago, Philadelphia and Boston. 
Big-Hearted Herbert opens in the latter 
city third week in September. Same cut- 
rate policy will be followed os last vear, 
producers having tried low top pro prices 
and claim the shows couldn’t be sold 
with that policy.

Howard’s Revival a Flop 


LONDON, July 17.—Only first-night 
premiere last week was Leslie Howard's 
six-year-old farce, Elisabeth Sleeps Out, 
wHich was first produced in New York 
under the title of Murray Hill.

Equity Sending Out Its Ballots 
On Proposed ‘Voting’ Amendment 


NEW YORK, July 28.—Ballots on the 
proposed amendment to Equity’s con- 
stitution wherein the article dealing 
with members eligible to vote would be 
changed if the amendment goes thru 
were placed in the mail this week. 
Amendment was the one that was fought 
bitterly by the Council with members of 
the “average-actor” faction in favor. At 
the June meeting the latter group first 
won, then a tie was declared, and then 
again when a legal question was in- 
volved the “a-a” group won. However, 
since 750 members failed to attend the 
meeting, the Council threw the question 
into a referendum. 

Amendment proposes that senior resi- 
dent members not delinquent in dues 
for more than a year and who hold ex- 
cused cards shall be eligible to attend 
meetings, vote and also be entitled to 
receive the various Equity notices. Pres- 
ently, the constitution reads that delin- 
quents be without these privileges. 

It is thought that by throwing the 
question into a referendum the stand 


of the Council is strengthened, since 
out-of-town members are lending their 
eupport. 

Amendment ballot reads as follows: 

That Article II, Section 9, be amended 
to read as follows: 

Section 9: Delinquent members as de- 
fined in the By-Laws, and members un- 
der fine or suspension, shall not be eli- 
gible to attend meetings of the Associa- 
tion, or to cast a vote as members, and 
shall no* be ‘entitled to be given notice 
or notices of meetings as provided in the 
Constitution and By-Laws while so de- 
linquent or under such fine or suspen- 
sion, “except that a senior resident 
member of the association who is not 
delinquent for more than one year and 
who holds an excused card shall be eli- 
gible to attend meetings of the associa- 
tion, to cast a vote as a member and 
shall be entitled to be given notice or 
notices of meetings as provided in the 
constitution and by-laws.”

They usually fill it 
with objections that mean as little 
as the prize itself. 


reformer—a dirty-minded individual who 
sees filth where normal or clean- 
minded people don’t even suspect it. 
The breed threatens momentarily to 
invade the theater, in an effort to 
give itself dictatorship over some- 
thing which it is fundamentally in- 
capable of understanding. 


summer show—a show which, because 
it happens to be produced during 
the summer, therefore must not be 
judged by the same standards as 
other shows.

with time and a half for all overtime and 
with a weekly wage minimum of $15. A 
weekly minimum of %16 and a work week 
of 35 hours were urged by Ben Mills, of 
the Labor Advisory Board of NRA, one 
of the Deputy Administrator’s advisers. 
Contention by Paine that all commercial 
bribery should be abolished, and that if 
this were done the field would be opened 
with the result orchestras would use 
songs simply upon the basis of their 
merit. For the Music Users’ Protective 
Association of America, Harry Katz vig- 
orously opposed the restrictions pro- 
posed. To incorporate the restrictions 
would, for one thing, he said, unfairly 
cut into the ability of a musician to make 
a living. Special arrangements of a song 
could not, for example, be given to an 
orchestra were the restrictions sought ap- 
proved. Still another would ban the il- 


licit printing and peddling of cheap song 
sheets, giving the words of from 100 to 
300 songs for a pittance. This practice, 
it was argued, has injured the industry. 


Unfair Practices 

If this restriction were embodied in the 
code, according to Paine, it would enable 
his organization to fight battles in State 
courts of those States which have enact- 
ed NRA supporting laws as regards copy- 
right infringement. He said his organiza- 
tion had spent #250,000 in fighting such 
cases in Federal Courts in answer to a 
question whether this peddling practice 
Was not covered by copyright lews. Of 
the rules proposed as designed to stop 
commercial bribery, bribery in the form of 
exploiting certain popular songs by en- 
tertainers, vaudeville artists or by or- 
chestra leaders for a consideration would 
be outlawed, assuming the provisions fe- 
main in the code when it is ap- 
proved. The foisting of inferior music 
upon the public, with the result superior 
songs often failed to get across because 
their publishers could not pay the freight, 
was charged by Paine. 


One reason why suggested rules of fair 
trade practice point to separate codes 
for the two branches of the industry, as 
pointed out by Link, was that 12 of 
these rules apply only to the popular 
music publishing section. Interest was 
keen in discussion of licensing organiza- 
tions under the code, raised by Schuette 
and Rosenberg. both of whom said such 
provision should not be permitted in the 
code. Here, both Link and Paine agreed 
that the excepting of licenses would 
break down the code and that licensing 
organization are, in fact, but groups of 
publishers more or less all of whom, as 
individuals, are under the code. Answer- 
ing the contention of Starr, Paine said 
the idea was not to control arrangers but 
it was merely desired to cortrol firms 
which advertise in the cheaper maga- 
zines as to the publishing of songs. 


For the standard publishers, Link said 
hic branch of the industry formerly had 
as many as 3,000 retail outlets, whereas 
at present it has but from 600 to 1,000 
Paine asserted retail outlets for his 
branch had shrunk from over 13,000 to 
3,000, and that large publishers had been 
forced to close branch offices in principal 
cities, thus throwing large numbers of 
employees out of work. The question 
of each division of the industry having 
its own code authority, of five persons 
each, also was gone into at length. As 
the Music Publishers’ Association would 
thus choose their own members and the 
Music Publisners’ Protective Association 
their own members under this arrange- 
ment, a number present contended this 
would not provide a truly representative 
character in the administrative body. 
These speakers would have both code 
authorities chosen by members cf indi- 
vidual industries. The question then 
came up of the propriety of giving 
the same _ recognition to nonmembers of 
associations along with regular members, 
or in other words the question of those 
who pay the freight failing to have a 
greater say than those who do not. 


The Deputy Administrator and his ad- 
visers will now take over consideration of 
the questions raised. There will be as 
usual, presumably, post-hearing confer- 
ences with representatives of the indus- 
try and an attempt to work out a code 
that in all respects will meet the wishes 
of the industry as a whole.

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BOYCOTTERS MARKING TIME 


U. S. Distributors 
Hard Hit Abroad 


NEW YORK, July 28—There ts no 
denying the fact that distributors are 
worried over the European market. The 
latest Austrian crash has only added to 
the burdens of American distribution 
abroad. As matters now stand, Ameri- 
can films in France, Germany and Aus- 
tria are pretty much at a standstill. 


Germany has put everything possible 
in the way of American pictures and it 
is now almost impossible to do business 
in that country. Many films are com- 
pletely banned for little or no reason 
and many companies are considering 
withdrawing from that market entirely. 

France has kept American producers 
in the air with its quotas and other 
obstacles. About every three months 
sees some impediment put in the way 
of American films in that country until 
doing business is a major operation. 

It is conceded that Austria’s recent 
troubles will have a tendency to slow 
up U. S. distribution in that country 
for some time. 


All in all, with the exception of 
English-speaking countries, American 
distributors are finding it difficult going. 


Night Baseball Is 
Hurting Ky. Exhibs 


FRANKFORT, Ky., July 28.—Theater 
owners and managers over the State are 
singing dolefully the words—and tune— 
of a once-popular blues ballad, “I’ve got 
a right to sing the blues, I’ve got a 
right to weep and to moan.” 

The reason for the bad state of their 
mental condition started not so many 
weeks ago as what seemed a compari- 
tively innocent pastime, but which has 
spread and developed until it now occu- 
pies the position of a hydra-headed 
monstrosity. 

Night diamond bal! in Kentucky is 
costing theater owners of .the State 
thousands of dollars during the summer 
months and they are powerless to com- 
bat this form of competition. 


Until this year the game of diamond 
ball was confined chiefly to Louisville 
and Lexington and a few other smaller 
cities such as Frankfort. Only Louis- 
ville and Lexington had night games, 
the rest playing in the afternoon, 
but the craze for night games spread 
and is continuing to spread. Frankfort 
installed lights and began holding games 
each night, resulting in a loss to the- 
ater owners here of hundreds of patrons 
a week. 


Lancaster, Lebanon, Mt. Sterling, Win- 
chester, Shelbyville and so on down the 
line have installed night games, with 
the same story of theater owners facing 


a brand of competition they cannot 
meet.

Producers Assessed 


To $20,000 by NRA 


WASHINGTON, July 28—The Motion 
Picture Code Authority has submitted its 
NRA schedule of contributions from 
members of the industry for administra- 
tive expenses. 


There was a range in the schedule 
from $20,000 a year to $6 a month for 
members of the production and distribu- 
tion branches of the industry. 


Six companies down from $20,000 a 
year are Warners, Paramount, Metro, 
United Artists, Fox and RKO. Universal 
and Columbia are assessed $15,000 a year 
each. 


Monogram is slated at $1,500 and 
Majestic and Mascot are down for $900. 
Others of group one are listed at $600. 

Independent producers in group two 
are listed at $20 a month along with mis- 
cellaneous importers, exporters and pro- 
ducers. 

Independent exchanges are scheduled 
for $6 per month with a few exceptions 
which pay $12, $18, $24 and $36.

Hays Group Gives Exhibitors 


Runaround on Cancellations 


NEW YORK, July 28.—Reports from 
all sections of the country indicate that 
the magnanimous gesture of the pro- 
ducers, permitting exhibs to cance! pic- 
tures found to be obscene in their re- 
spective communities, is so much hooey. 
To date many exhibs have tried to can- 
cel pictures which church and civic 
leaders of their towns frowned upon, but 
in every instance the exchanges would 
offer no assistance. 

When the notice came from the Hays 
office several weeks ago that all the 
members of his organization had agreed 
to permit exhibs to cancel any picture 
whose release was set not later than 
July 15, it looked like a move to play 
ball with the theater owners, but it has 
proven to be just another runaround. 

Many of the exchanges claim they 
have received no word from their com- 
panies regarding the cancel rights and 


in other instances exhibitors claim they 
have been laughed out of the offices. 


Just what rights the exhibitor has in 
the matter are now vague and it is 
considered doubtful if any theater owner 
will be permitted to cancel under the 
Hays agreement. 


Most exhibitors feel that Hays was 
merely stalling in the matter and trying 
to pacify the boycotters, but the whole 
affair has incensed the theater owners 
to the point where court actions now 
loom. 


It is the opinion of exhibitors that 
Hays would have done better had he 
not issued any statement, but stood pat 
and let the new pictures speak for 
themselves. The exhibs feel that it has 
given them one more sample of Hays 
generosity and it has not increased the 
confidence in his organization. 


the responsibiiity of clean films on the 
producers. They stress the fact that they 
do not encourage censorship, but prefer 
to permit the picture people to clean 
their own house. 


It is understood that there has been no 
concerted action on the part of the 
churches to set the wheels of boycott in 
motion. They prefer, rather, to give the 
producers every opportunity to clean up. 
It is learned that should there be no de- 
cided improvement in the general tone 
of pictures by fall, then all the pressure 
at the command of the churches will 
be brought to bear. 


In a statement in Boston this week, 
Rev. Russell M. Sullivan, personal rep- 
resentative of Cardinal O'Donnell in the 
clean-up drive, said in part: 

“Mr. Hays, you are not receiving @ 
salary today of $150,000 a year for keeping 
silence. Your silence at the present time 
with regard to the present problem of 
the immoral films on the market is as 
startling as a radio station gone sud- 
denly dead. 

“Remember, Mr. Hays, this campaign is 
not a campaign of mere moral reform, not 
@ campaign for local or Federal censor- 
ship, but a campaign of decency in which 
all well-minded citizens, irrespective of 
their religious affiliations, are taking 
part; a campaign for the preservation of 
our national morality and ideals. As 
an American citizen worthy of the name, 
I call on you to join that campaign of 
decency, to do your part in solving the 
present problem of indecent motion pic- 
tures. What is your answer, Mr. Hays?” 


HOLLYWOOD, Calif., July 28.—Judging 
from the activities in the Hays office 
here, every effort is being made by Joe 
Breen and his staff to make the new 
crop of films as clean as is humanly pos- 
sible without destroying their entertain- 
ment value. 

It is felt here that when the boycott 
sponsors give the new crop of films the 
once over they will be convinced that 
the necessity of additional boycott 
pressure will be unnecessary. 


N. Y. Paramount Goes 
On Straight Pictures 


NEW YORK, July 28-—-With the ad- 
vent of the new fall show season Para- 
mount Theater, one of the largest in 
the country, will go on a straight picture 
policy. The pictures will have a run-of- 
picture and will remain as long as the 
feature draws.

Product 


What the motion picture business needs to pull it out 
of the red is consistently good pictures. In spite of all the 
talk of the film boycott, the one thing that is hurting the 
theaters is lack of good entertainment. Producers will point 
out 10 good money-making pictures to show what they have 
done for the exhibitor, but they fail to mention the 400 pieces 
of tripe for which the exhibitor paid high. 


We do not believe that any producer can turn out a hit 
every time, but we don’t feel it would be expecting too much 
to make at least one out of three a money maker. With all 
of the stories, players, technical knowledge and money at 
their command, it sometimes looks as tho the producers 
went out of their way to turn out lemons. 


When a producer finds he has a hit on his hands he 
immediately puts it on a percentage basis and reaps the 
cream that should go to the exhibitor who gets stuck with 
the bad ones. This will undoubtedly continue as long as 
block booking exists, which we feel is not for long. 


As long as producers work on the theory that they 
must each turn out 50 or more pictures per year, just so long 
will the movie foundry turn out standardized product. It 
isn’t possible to make that many pictures and make them 
good. It means that most of the pictures are going to be 
neglected at the expense of others. It is a bad setup and 
one that should be remedied. 


It is our opinion that when block booking is put out of 
the way the studios will return to a sane basis. When the 
exhibitor has an opportunity to shop for his pictures, and 
the producer himself is stuck with the bad ones, there is 
going to be some skull work used. When producers find 
that they can only sell their best 20 pictures they will limit 
themselves to that number and make them good in order 
to compete. 


We believe that there are good days ahead for the in- 
dependent exhibitor. If he can successfully dodge the 
sheriff for a short time longer he will find himself in the 
enviable position of being able to please his patrons with 
every program. Hollywood die-hards may resist the im- 
pulse to curtail, but they will come to it eventually. 


We know of very few exhibitors who are fearing the 
boycott. What they fear most is lack of clean, entertaining 
films. There are enough such films being made, but the 
theater owner cannot choose them. If he were free to buy 
what he wishes he would be in an ideal situation. 


We confidently feel that the next session of Congress 
will see the end of block booking and an era of prosperity 
for the exhibitor. It is going to be tough on the producer 
whose product is below par, but eventually it will bring 
about prosperity to the entire motion picture industry.

NEW YORK, July 28.—It begins to 
look as tho Spyros Skouras, head of the 
Fox Metropolitan chain of theaters, may 
throw a wrench in the machinery and 
keep the houses out of the hands of 
the Loew-Warner interests.

In turning the pages of memory’s 
scrapbook I behold some circus features 
that made an impression on me and 
which I have failed to see mentioned in 
The Billboard. One 
of the outstanding 


Features of features I recall, 


. produced in the 
The Circus old Adam  Fore- 

paugh Show, was 
Years Ago the driving of 40 


horses, hitched 
two abreast, around the track at a ter- 
rific speed, the driver standing on the 
backs (Roman standing style) of the 
two rear horses. If some of the old- 
timers who knew this horseman would 
write the story of this act I am sure it 
would make interesting reading. 


Another act I recall was a horse billed 
as a “rope-walking horse.” This horse, 
of course, did not walk a rope, but it 
did walk a narrow plank suspended five 
or six feet above the ground, and it 
made a very pretty and thrilling act 
indeed. This was also featured in the 
Forepaugh Show. 


This same show also staged a Wild 
West as a part of the circus performance 
proper. One end of the big top was cut 
off by a huge drop painted to represent 
an Indian village. There were real In- 
dians who war-danced, the stage coach 
was robbed and the horse thief was 
dragged to death (?) at the heels of a 
galloping horse, etc. 


Another big feature that stood out 
was the Barnum & Bailey spec, Rome 
Under Nero, with one entire side of the 
big top converted into a huge stage with 
scenery to represent Rome. There was 
a big ballet of professional dancers im- 
ported from France, contests of the 
gladiators; furious two-horse and four- 
horse chariot, races, the winner of the 
two-horse and the winner of the 
four-horse running a deciding race; 
Nero’s grand entry into Rome, and final- 
ly the destruction of the city by fire. 
This was followed several years later by 
a very beautiful spec portraying the dis- 
covery of America by Columbus. The 
Forepaugh Show also had a grand spec 
showing incidents of early American his- 
tery, battles of 1776, Paul Revere’s ride, 
etc. $ 

Let us get away from the subject of 
electric light plants and talk about some 
of the grand features the old shows had. 
I recall I had a bet up about circus elec- 
tric lights with fellow workers in a print 
shop over 35 years ago when the Buffalo 
Bill Show carried lighting plants. If 
we do this it may help our present-day 
showmen—and they are grand ones— 
get some inspirations for “new” acts 
just as the agitation of a couple of years 
ago led to bringing back the leaps and 
the street parade. 

Now that there is agitation to clean 
up the picture shows, circus lovers 
should never miss an opportunity to 
drive home the fact that the circus to- 
day is the only morally safe amusement 
for children—and how they love it! 

Yours for that grand old American 
institution, the circus—may it live long 
and prosper.

For that reason 
membership was extended to all who were 
qualified as magicians and friends of 
magic. It required no obligations on the 
part of members. Membership in the 
IMC, meaning recognition, could nct be 
rescinded. Once a magician was recog- 
nized by the society, he continued to hold 
such title. Non-subscription to the 
magazine or non-payment of dues could 


not cause him to lose his recognized 
status. 

Furthermore, the IMC established other 
points or importance. In order that it 
should be truly representative of magic 
it was agreed upon that the president 
should be, whenever possible, a profes- 
sional magician of high standing. Next, 
that no president should occupy office 
for more than two consecutive one-year 
terms. 

At the very outset the IMC decided that 
any member of any recognized magical 
society should be granted membership 
without any further requirement. These 
principles not only guaranteed the IMC 
to be free from politics, but placed it in 
a position of being friendly to all other 
organizations. 

Briefly, the IMC was seeking amalgama- 
tion, but in doing so was taking great 
care noi to interfere with the functions 
and purposes of other organizations. The 
IMC was planned as a meeting ground for 
all who were interested in magic.

5.—The Cure for Overproduction 


Prepared by the Bureau of Research and Education, Advertising

BELIEF widely current these days is that American industry has 
arrived at the point where we shall have to restrain it from pro- 
ducing too much. On all sides we see huge quantities of manu- 
factured goods, raw materials and unused buildings. 
these supplies is sometimes taken for the cause of depression and the 
Efficiency in production 
no longer an unchallenged social virtue. 

It is commonly supposed that this concern about overproduction is 
something new in cur history. Nothing could be more mistaken, for in 
every important depression the fright about overproduction was raised, 
and it always appeared some time after the depression was well under 


This may have seemed somewhat ideal- 
istic. Nevertheless, it was a sound propo- 
sition. Magicians as a class are idealistic 
so far as their part is concerned. It is 
that quality in them that keeps them 
interested in magic. Therefore, the IMC 
was an organization founded by ma- 
gicians for magicians. 

When The Billboard began its campaign 
for amalgamation of magical societies the 
IMC was naturally in accord, because The 
Billboard was suggesting the very goal 
that the IMC sought. At the 1933 con- 
vention the IMC left its plans open in 
hopes that a combined convention could 
be held in 1934. 

This vear the IMC held its convention 
later than other organizations. We had 
under consideration an offer from the 
SAM to hold our convention at Washing- 
ton with the SAM in 1935. Unfortunately 
neither the time nor place of the SAM 
conference would be well suited. 

The SAM holds it conference chiefly for 
its members, whereas the IMC presents 
shows for the general public. To insure 
a successful IMC convention the date 
should preferably be about the first of 
July and the locale the Middlewest. 
Moreover it requires a place wherein 
proper promotion may be arranged prior 
to the convention. Had the SAM been 
able to make allowances for this the IMC 
would have immediately arranged for a 
simultanecus convention.

McCALI-—Roland, 22, champion long- 
distance swimmer and diver, during the 
annual Columbia River Regatta dived 
from the 110-foot landing on the Inter- 
state Bridge and drowned before 10,000 
persons. He was widely known for many 
daring performances. 


McCAY—Windsor, one of the earliest 
and best known cartoonists, who indi- 
rectly had his start in show business and 
who -later was famous enough to com- 
mand, in 1906, $1,000 a week in vaude- 
ville, died in New York July 26. His exact 
age was unknown, but was given between 
63 and 70. His death came suddenly, as 
the result of two strokes, altho he had 
been in good health. McCay shqwed his 
aptitude with pencil at an early age. His 
schooling was of the roughest type, and 
after a short time in sawmill he went to 
Chicago, where he obtained a job drawing 
woodcuts and posters for a firm special- 
izing in paper for circuses and touring 
meller troupes. He liked show people and 
once went on a tour with one of the com- 
panies, bringing him to Cincinnati, where 
he gota job with the old Vine Street Dime 
Museum, which employed him to sketch 
its attractions. Later he went with The 
Cincinnati Enquirer and then to the old 
New York Telegram. He worked with The 
New York Herald for several years, then 
went with Hearst, returned to The New 
York Tribune and back finally to 
Hearst’s New York American in 1926. He 
was with the latter paper when he died. 
His widow, a son and daughter survive. 
Burial was in Evergreen Cemetery, 
Brooklyn. 

McCONNELL—Arthur P., 47, who was 
on vaude stage for many years and later 
a leader in amateur theatricals in 
Jamestown, N. Y., died in that city 
from a heart attack on July 17. Sur- 
vived by two brothers. 

McREYNOLDS—Steve, Negro, member 
of minstrel troupe of Cumberland Valley 
Shows, died suddenly at Cadiz, Ky. 

MACK—Oliie (Oliver Trumbull), 64, 
of the Irish comedy team of Murray and 
Mack, died July 19 at his home in 
Seattle, Wash., after an illness of several 
years. He went on stage when he was 
18. He had lived in Seattle for last 
three years, but had retired from stage 
because of illness. He is survived by 
bis widow, Mrs. Sydney Trumbull, and 
two sons. 

MATTHEWS — John S., nationally 
known organist and composer, died in 
Providence, R. I., July 23. He was born 
in England and after studying organ 
music came to this country in 1891. 

MONTGOMERY—Billy, once a noted 
vaude star, died in Paterson, N. J., July 
24. He was that named half of the team 

of Montgomery and Moore, the latter his

Killed for R-B 


Old law prevented exhibi- 
tion of circus near dates 
of State Fair of Texas 


& 

DALLAS, July 28. — Councilmen re- 
cently repealed an old ordinance pro- 
hibiting the exhibition of circuses here 
between dates of September 20 and 
November 1. 

Mayor Charles E. Turner was largely 
responsible in getting the old ordinance 
repealed after an advance agent for 
Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey 
Circus ran into difficulties in getting a 
permit to show here within that period 
this fall. 

The old ordinance was passed to pro- 
tect the season used by the State Pair 
of Texas each year. When the agent 
came here with a desire to route the 
show here within the prohibited period 
and had some difficulty in getting the 
ban raised by temporary action, Mayor 
Turner had him come before the coun- 
cil and tell his story. 

The councilmen immediately ordered 
the ordinance killed. Further than that 
they put the emergency ciause on the 
new ordinance repealing the regulation, 
declaring the oid ordinance “serves no 
useful purpose.” 


No Cars Dropped 
On H-W Circus 


CINCINNATI, July 28.—Contrary to re- 
ports, Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus is not 
cutting the size of its train or show. 
It had been reported that the circus was 
cutting 10 cars. The Billboard wired 
Manager Jess Adkins on this matter, 
also on the report that Buck Owens was 
no longer in the concert. 

In reply he stated: “We are not drop- 
ping 10 cars; in fact, we are not drop- 
ping a single wagon. Business is very 
satisfactory. 

“We let Buck Owens go at Fall River, 
Mass., because he did not have the 
drawing power expected in the concert.”

We were glad to read in The New York 
Times of July 25 that a delegation from 
the American Federation of Actors, 
headed by Frank E. Lynch, had called 
on Mayor LaGuardia with proposals that 
CWA relief, now confined to legitimate 
actors, be extended to include unem- 
ployed performers in circuses. This need 
of the old circus performer has been the 
concern of the CSSCA ever since its in- 
ception, and while we cannot, as a club, 
give financial aid to this entire group, 
we can say with emphasis that before 
another 12 months roll by we will be 
able to take care of some of this faith- 
ful old group that they will have a roof 
over their heads, three meals a day and 
a place where they can sit during the 
sunset of their lives. There are red- 
blooded men who think of these things, 
and old age creeps on all of the profes- 
sions and those who participate in them, 
but it hits hardest where necessity is 
greatest—among the old troupers. To 
hear that you are too old to carry on 
must be depressing, discouraging and 
painful; to know that a group of he- 
men, real Americans, are giving some 
thought to the alleviation of this con- 
dition, and that the culmination of the 
thought is nearing a point where all can 
shout “We've got our home at last.”

“THE FOX HAS A GOOD TIME—Tex 
Austin, who had a rodeo show in Eng- 
land, has been acquitted in a police- 
court trial, in which he was charged bv 
the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals with ‘terrifying a 
steer.’ The costs of the trial were as- 
sessed against the society. The English 
authorities at first refused to grant Tex 
a license for the show, ut yielded to 
promises that nothing brutal would be 
exhibited. That did not satisfy the 
ever-alert prevention society. 

“The English sentiment for animals 
has its oddities, but it prevents the oc- 
currence in England of much of the 
grossness which prevails in parts of 
Continental Europe. In the rodeo trial 
a lawyer for Austin asked an official of 
the SPCA whether he would prefer to be 
a fox in front of the hounds or a steer 
in Austin arena. The cfficial was game. 
He said he’d rather be the fox. 

“Good old traditions mitigate the trial 
of the flesh. The steer is meat and it 
is his right to be slaughtered mercifully 
and then well broiled or roasted. The 
English can manage the first part of 
this destiny better than the second. 
The fox is several things. He is vermin 
and he is sport. As vermin he merits

shooting; as sport he is to protected 
from it. Im consequence of his im- 
munity from the farmer's gun he is sup- 
posed to be a good sport and enjoy the 
chase. He can’t have everything, and, 
being an English fox, he is assumed to 
be a good loser, regretting as the hounds 
get him that he has only one life to 
give to the United Hunt of Shropshire 
or the Quorn Hounds of Leicestershire. 

“A few Englishmen have secretly 
coubted this, and one or two quite 
openly, but the better view prevails and 
the SPCA, a society of specialists in 
animal psychology, knows that the steer 
has a frightful time trying to break 
the neck of the bulldogger who has 
hopped him and that the fox glides over 
the country enjoying the air, taking in 
the countryside with an appreciative eye 
as well as with speedy legs, hoping that 
he is not wearing out the hounds and 
that none of the gentry go into the 
ditch, and enjoying himself; a good old 
country gentleman, egad.”

Several parks have this summer gone 
heavily into “bargain” prices as an at- 
tendance incentive. A great deal is being 
said about the success of this plan and 
other park men are wondering whether 
this reaily is the “solution,” as it has 
been called. My wide observations among 
parks prompts me to sound a word of 
warning and caution regarding this 
policy. 

Price inducements have for many years 
been used in picnic booking, group sales 
and special promotions. The wisdom of 
the policy has never been questioned. It 
has provided the “lifeblood” of park 
operation. Severai years ago the fraction- 
of-a-nickel days were introduced as a 
special promotion to be held not more 
than once cr twice a season and strongly 
tied up with a legitimate sponsorship 


to explain its reason. In many sections 
these days proved, and still do prove, 
highly profitable and successful Promo- 
tions. 

Now comes along the regularly estab- 
lished weekly or even bi-weekly twoe- 
cent, three-cent and five-cent days. These 
days carry no outside sponsorship. In 
many cases they are practically unre- 
stricted as to ages and hours. 

They carry strong advertising programs, 
always tying up in the minds of prospec- 
tive patrons “Happyland Park” and “two 
cents.” The park name and cheapness 
are associated with constant ballyhoo. 
In the minds of people the established 
price of the park attraction is becoming 
set at *wo cents.

A Visit to Coney

appeared last week and the concluding 
one follows below. The theme is ‘ ‘Coney 
Island: Its Present and Future.’ Mr. 
Traube will be back with the issue of 
August 11. 


The oldest of the shows is Wagner & 
Newman’s World Circus Side Show. It 
is the largest and bears an excellent repu- 
tation. Two novelties in the show line 
have appeared in Coney Island this year. 
One. Gorilla Villa, showing the rarest of 
anthropoids and the other an illusion in 
A Century of Progress theme called the 
Rocket Ship. 


I have reason to believe that so far 
this year none of the many shows are 
bragging about results. It would seem 
that too elaborate ballvhoos, scarcity of 
spending money on the part of the pub- 
lic and a wariness.bred by old abuses, 
which the public has not had time to for- 
get, are the three principal causes for 
slow business. 


Frankfurter Emperor 


The rest of Surf avenue as far as Stee- 
plechase is notable chiefly for its big re- 
freshment stands dominated by Nathan’s. 
This establishment has in the last 18 
years grown into one of the significant 
institutions of Coney Island. It is open 
24 hours a day thruout the year. It at- 
tracts enormous patronage and late at 
night all-year-round automobile parties 
come to Coney Island just for Nathan’s 
hot dogs and then go home. 


Nathan popularized the nickel. Un- 
fortunately for him, however, and for 
Coney Island, the cut did not stop at the 
nickel. Imitators on a large scale are 
displaying three-cent and even two-cent 
signs and, on the surface at least, they 
are thriving. Where this kind of com- 
petition will lead to is another one of 
Coney Island’s grave problems. 


The Funny Place 


Steeplechase is the next outstanding 
Coney Island attraction. Its great glass 
pavilion, its swimming pool and its out- 
side rides, including the ride that gives 
it its name, continue to enjoy great pop- 
ular favor. Like Feltman’s, it is one of 
the characteristic institutions of Coney 
Island and like Feltman’s also, its tradi- 
tions have withstcod all change that has 
affected the resort. 

The young Tilyou Brothers, sons of the 
founder, have this year shown their faith 
in their park and in the popularity of 
Coney Island by making a major invest- 
ment in a trackless, sensational coaster. 
the Flying Turns, invented by Norman 
Bartlett. 


On the Bowery 


Steeplechase marks the westerly end 
of the amusement zone, as far as Surf 
avenue is concerned. It also ends the 
Bowery, a narrow carnival thorofare run- 
ning paraliel to Surf avenue and the 
Boardwalk about 200 feet south of the 
fcrmer. The Bowery is devoted almost 
exclusively to rides and shows. The out- 
standing rides are the Thunderbolt, op- 
erated by Bonsignore & D’Ericco; a fine 
Skooter, pavilion operated by the Faber 
Brothers: Nakashima’s Dodgem, an elec- 
tric boat ride and the Virginia Reel. 

On Jones Walk. close to the Bowery, 
the great Wonder Wheel, a Ferris Wheel 
with coaster variations, attracts steady 
business. A large Skee-Bal! Battery and 
many ball-throwing games complete the 
attractions of the Bowery. The chief re- 
freshment institution is Joe’s Restaurant, 
a fine old eating place with a reputation 
like Feltman’s. It is conducted by Jo- 
seph J. Satori, a respected, prominent 
citizen of Brooklyn. 

The Bowery lost much of its carnival 
character when the public beach was ac- 
quired and the Boardwalk erected. This 
came about because four wide public 
streets seemed necessary to bring vehicu- 
lar and pedestrian traffic to the Board- 
walk and public beach. These streets cut 
the Bowery as an earthworm might be 
cut, leaving the five segments alive and 
squirming, but different from a whole 
worm. 


Civic Vs. Commercial 


Now come the Boardwalk and public 
beach Amusement men are inclined to 
make these the villains of the melodrama 
which is the history of Coney Island. 
They ascribed their woes to the promen- 
aders who enjoy the air and sunshine, 


the public water fountains and the 
teach without leaving any cash. 

Be that as it may, the change, brought 
about by the investment of New York 
City of about $15,000,000 in the Coney 
Island oceanfront, marked a definite shift 
in the character of the resort. From 
something similar to the average amuse- 
ment park conducted only for profit, 
Coney Island became one of the greatest 
areas of public recreation in the world 
with commercial amusement a secondary 
feature. 


Relief for a Nickel 


On July 1 and July 4 the public beach 
and the Boardwalk presented spectacles 
which an observer could never forget. 
The three miles of public beach and the 
adjacent waters, including eight swim- 
ming pools, were so completely covered 
by Mr. Sweltering Citizen and his family 
that both sand and water all but disap- 
peared. Had someone ordered all the 
people on the beach to sit down at a giv- 
en instant, the feat would have been im- 
possible unless at least one half of those 
persons had sat in their neighbors’ laps. 
It must be borne in mind that these 
people, numbering probably much more 
than 1,000,000 human souls, came to 
Coney Island not merely for pleasure but 
for physical relief from the ovens which 
were their homes on those days, and that 
they came to Coney Island because the 
5-cent fare, which is all that most of 
them -had to spend to get there, makes it 
the cheapest place of refuge for them. 


Amusement men cannot afford to for- 
get that since the city made the resort a 
place of recreation only a smajl per- 
centage of the attendance. can be fruitful 
of profits. But a small percentage of 
fifty or sixty million is still a lot of people. 


Quality and Service 


Mr. Business Man at Coney Isiand 
must accommodate himself to the 
change. When he ts enterprising, when 
he is a good showman, when he provides 
something that is better or different 
from his neighbors, he gets along very 
nicely, thank you. For instance, Ben 
Stolzenberg, who is operating Scoville’s 
Baths and Pavilion, has sold this year 
more than three times as many frank- 
furters at 10 cents as he sold last 
year at a nickel. The Cosmo Cafeteria 
on Surf avenue, the grill, refreshment 
and pop-corn stalls of Philip Calemares 
in the subway terminal and the 8. & H. 
Cafeterla and Gargiulos Restaurant are 
all elaborately furnished, well-conducted 
establishments, which started business 
in the depths of the depression and are 
prospering on a basis of quality and 
good service. 


The Innocent Suffer 


The game situation of Coney Island 
requires a little comment. In recent 
years there came about a situation in 
which the marriage of politics with busi- 
ness bred a whole litter of undesirable 
games. When the city administration 
changed hands at the beginning of the 
year, a clean sweep was made of the 
whole spawn. Naturally, some fairly 
good games with doubtful aspects had 
to suffer with the raw stuff. While the 
raw games were prospering, the legiti- 
mate games suffered and died, and there 
has not yet been time enough for them 
to be replaced. As the years go on the 
legal restrictions will become familiar 
to game operators and legitimate games 
are sure to come back to fill popular 
demand. 


Beach Improvements 


A book can be written on the problems 
of the bathing industry at Coney Island. 
This article has no room for an ample 
discussion of these problems. 
volve purely local considerations, but it 
should be said that the public authori- 
ties, notably the new Boro President of 
Brooklyn, Raymond V. Ingersoll, are de- 
voting serious, sympathetic and intelli- 
gent interest to these problems and the 
next year or two should see Coney Island 
the beneficiary of some much-needed 
improvements along the public beach. 


Shaping the Future 


In conclusion, without trying to put 
on the mantle of prophecy, I would say 
that co-operation among the land own- 
ers, business men and amusement men 
will do much to shape the future of 
Coney Island. Prohibition, the depres- 
sion and the change worked by the pub- 
lic beach and the Boardwalk have cre- 
ated problems and difficulties which are 
responsible for much of the adverse 
criticism that finds its way into the 
public prints concerning Coney Island. 
These difficulties are not insoluble; they 
can be simplified or removed. 

I am net one of those who believe 
that Coney Island will lose its character

so familiar to the world at large and 
that it will become a residential area 
exclusively. If that change comes it 
will not happen in my lifetime. As the 
most accessible ocean frontage to the 
tens of millions in the metropolitan 
area, Coney Island will continue to 
provide public recreation and commer- 
cial amusement to its public, and its 
future is in the hands of its more capa- 
ble leaders. They must and will unite 
all business interest for sensible co-op- 
eration in the spirit of the New Deal. 


The Pool 


Whirl 
By NAT A. TOR

Just as newspapers were crowded with 
red-hot news during the past week, so 
the swimming-pool field seethed with 
rumors and official reports. In New 
York City, in particular, there were so 
many aquatic items breaking that my 
old dogs are tired from trying to run 
down various news tips. 

An official announcement was made 
by Park Commissioner Moses that 23 
municipal swimming pools would be 
constructed in Greater New York, with 
work to start immediately. Six of the 
tanks are to be in Manhattan, six in 
Brooklyn, three in the Bronx, seven in 
Queens and one in Richmond. 

Of course announcements of this kind 
have been made many times before, but 
at last it looks like something is actual- 
ly going to be done. One of the news- 
papers reporting the project said: “Plans 
for these pools’ construction reveal that 
they will rival in beauty and utility any- 
thing that has been built under private 
auspices.” 


All of which brings to mind that old 
query of this department's and that is: 
Do municipal pools hurt or help com- 
mercial natatoriums? There are some 
pool men, you know, who are of the 
opinion that every city pool that is 
opened creates new swimmers for pri- 
vate tanks and then there are others, 
of course, who feel that public pools 
operate in unfair competition and take 
away business. 

Well it looks like that question will 
be answered soon, with one of the larg- 
est cities of the world acting as the test- 
ing laboratory. 

Preliminary plans call for all of the 
new proposed municipal tanks being 
open air. With the only resources for 
the construction of these pools coming 
from relief funds work on only nine 
of the sites can be begun this summer, 
it was learned. 


I had the privilege of looking at a 
number of architect’s drawings of a few 
of these so-called Department of Parks’ 
Model Swimming Pools and, believe me, 
they look like the latest thing in pool 
work. While the writer has always been 
of the opinion that municipal pools 
help rather than injure the swimming- 
pool business, there is no duuot that 
this project is going to cut in heavily 
on the New York commercial pool field. 
It’s inevitable. 

The announced sites of these new 
pools indicate that much planning has 
been done to cover the city thoroly. To 
say that any one commercial tank is go- 
ing to feel it more than another is hard 
because, according to the sites listed, 
every present commercial tank will have 
a@ near-by municipal tank operating, 
with many having three or four around 
them if the announced plans go thru. 


Right on the heels of the city pool 
project, which, incidentally, was released 
with a story that the park department 
was building so many tanks because of 
the polluted waters surrounding the 
city, The New York Evening Post played 
up the latter angle and stated in a 
glaring front-page headline: “All City 
Beaches Polluted; Disease Imperils 
Bathers.” Again this type of an an- 
nouncement is nothing new, for The 
New York American ran a similar series 
three years ago and The World-Telegram 


has been printing stories for the last 
two years condemning various city 
beaches. But never before has such a 
sensational series on the subject been 
published. Why, the good ol’ Post, which 
used to be such a conservative paper, 
certainiy went to town and velled out 
loud that Coney Island water was terri- 
bly dirty and that the resort may be 
closed to swimming next year. Rock- 
away and City Island were the only two 
swim points out of 15 to get a fair rat- 
ing. As in past cases, official findings 
of chemical tests were printed to prove 
the paper's pcint. 


Swimming-povl operators read the 
first day's startling article with glee. 
For every time bathing beaches are con- 
demned pools seem to get the business. 
And so many pool men who were mourn- 
ful the day before because of the 
municipal pool plan, rubbed their hands 
in delight as they visualized throngs of 
swimmers running away from the vari- 
ous beaches into their bathing estab- 
lishments. 


Pool operators at Coney Island and 
other doomed spots didn’t feel so happy 
on the other hand. The majority of the 
pool men in those sections who were in- 
terviewed claimed that their business is 
sure to show effects by The Evening 
Post blast. There were some, however, 
who felt that the daily didn’t have 
enough circulation to cause damage, but 
when The World Telegram and other pa- 
pers started to pick up the stories and 
print them they, too, felt down in the 
dumps. 

Of course, there were immediate cone 
tradictions by health authorities, and 
even Mayor LaGuardia damned the pa- 
per for running what he termed as scary 
articles to gain circulation and having 
no iota of truth But whatever the 
case may be, needless to add, the sub- 
ject was the topic of discussion wher- 
ever pool men gathered. And boy how 
they gathered last week to talk over 
their troubles! Some spoke about pute 
ting ads in ‘The Post, showing how sant- 
tary pool swimming is, as compared with 
ocean and river bathing. Most of the 
pools did that with big joint ads in The 
New York American and also The World 
Telegram in the past, but nothing was 
done with The Post as this column went 
to press.

above procedures? At first, there will un- 
questionably be large crowds which will 
aggregate very satisfactory grosses. It is 
a bargain! For years the park’s price has 
been 10 cents. Now it is two cents. Crowds 
are assured. The management will tell 
you after the day is over—‘“I have the 
solution.” 

After several weeks, however (depend- 
ing on the size of the community and 
the advertising program), the “bargain” 
of the first day becomes the “regular” 
price in the mind of the prospective 
patron. The attendance begins to slip. 
Without the volume. the price is ruinous. 

To go back to the old established price 
now is impossible. Who will pay 15 cents 
for a two-cent ride! It would take many 
months of heavy losses to build back the 


15-cent price 
has no reserve to weather that period. 

Desperate steps become necessary. Still 
further price cuts to re-establish the 
“bargain” and bolster the volume ofien 
seem the only way out. The ultimate end 
of such a downward spira! is obvious. 

Mr. Parkman, beware of this “sugar- 
coated poison.” It is an _ insidious 
monster which first appears in the garb 
of a saving angel, but as s%on as the 
victim is completely under the “magic 
spell,” its true self is revealed and it 
devours its helpless victims.

CHICAGO, July 28.—Last week was 
one of the toughest A Century of 
Progress has encountered, terrific heat 
causing heavy drop in attendance. But 
in spite of temperatures ranging around 
the 100 mark and sometimes several 
degrees above, the daily average attend- 
ance was better than 70,000. As this is 
written there has been an appreciable 
break in the heat and attendance at 
once took an upward trend.

Concessioners have been hard hit by 
the drop in attendance. Shanghai Vil- 
lage, on the island midway, closed on 
July 26 and an attempt is being made 
at reorganization. The Billboard Grill, 
also on the midway, closed for lack of 
business and may not reopen. Early in 
the week Old Mexico and the Casino 
were closed by the fair management for 
breach of contract. On orders from

It was charged by Roy D. Kehn, at- 
torney for concessioners, that the fair’s 
cut in cash receipts caused attractions 
to operate at a loss. Sidney Gorham, 
attorney for the fair, contended that if 
the charge were eliminated it would be 
necessary to curtail fireworks, free 
shows and demonstrations and that 
possibly the fair would have to close, 
as it depended upon the revenue for its 
expenses. General Manager Lenox R. 
Lehr and President Rufus C. Dawes sug- 
gested that the problem of each conces- 
sioner be considered separately.

John B. Davis Acquitted on 


License Law Violation Charge 


LAKE CITY, Fla., July 28—Judge Al 
W. Adams in Circuit Court here pro- 
nounced John B. Davis, general agent for 
Metropolitan Shews, and since the death 
of A.M Nasser assisting Raymon Nasser 
in the management of the show. not 
guilty to charges preferred by the city of 
Live Oak, which included operating a 
Merry-Go-Round without license, oper- 
ating a pop-corn stand without license 
and operating a Ferris Wheel without 
license. 


According to Davis, the city license of 
Live Oak for a carnival is $37.50 per day, 
which was paid. Shortly after the show 
opened July 7 the mayor, a Mrs. Strick- 
land, came and advised Davis that she 
was not satisfied with the price paid and 
that he must pay an additional sum, 
which Davis refused to do. It is alleged 
she threatened him with arrest unless he 
came across. The city clerk and the 


city attorney ruled Davis was right, but 
the mayor annoyed him so much he took 
out the extra licenses. 

At 6 o’clock Monday evening Davis was 
arrested and lodged in the city jail. At- 
torney H. H. Richards secured a writ of 
habeas corpus releasing Davis from 
prison and the case was removed to Lake 
City in another county for trial. 


The court ruled that the defendant 
“is not guilty of either or any of the 
charges preferred against him.” And the 
judge also ruled that the city should not 
interfere with the operation of the show 
so long as it was conducted within the 
law. 


Davis states that he is instituting a 
damage suit against the city of Live Oak 
and a separate damage suit against the 
mayor for false arrest. Attorney Richards, 
former city attorney of Live Oak is han- 
dling the matter,

Gumpertz Says No Circus 
People Involved in Holdup 


CINCINNATI, July 30.—“Trailer steal- 
ing ride on show train. No circus peo- 
ple whatever involved,” was the tele- 
graphic answer of S. W. Gumpertz, gen- 
eral manager of the Ringling-Barnum 
Circus, to The Billboard when asked for 
details of the reported holdup of the 
Big Show train near the Indiana-Michi- 
gan State line near Howe, Ind., early 
Saturday. 

A newspaper dispatch said, in part: 
“Out of a mass of conflicting testimony 
drawn from fovr Negro suspects, police 
at Lagrange Saturday were trying to de- 
termine the killer of Antony LaRusso, 
26, of Newark, N. J., which occurred just 
after midnight on a Ringling Bros. and 
Barnum & Bailey circus train a half 
mile south of the Michigan line. 

“LaRusso, who followed the circus 
renting parking space to patrons at each 
place the show stopped, was shot under 
the left eye, the bullet coming out the 
back of his head. Police claim the crime 
was committed by a party of Negroes 
who had been holding up and robbing 
everyone on the train. LaRusso resisted, 
they say, and was shot down in cold 
blood. 

“The story patched together by the 
police indicates that the group of Ne- 
groes started along the train soon after 
it left Kalamazoo Priday night for Fort 
Wayne, robbing everyone they met. Lae 
Russo, who was found later to have 
about $40. resisted.” 


Pickens Funeral in L. A. 


LOS ANGELES, July 28—Funeral of 
William Hickman Pickens, 60, interna- 
tionally known promoter of sports and 
sensational outdoor amusement events, 
whose death was reported in the Final 
Curtain of The Billboard last week, was 
held on July 23 in the Little Church of 
the Flowers. Interment was in Forest 
Lawn Cemetery here. Obsequies were 
largely attended by prominent citizenry 
and showfolk. Floral tributes were sent 
by the Pacific Coast Showmen’s Associa- 
tion. He issurvived by his widow, Lottie;

H. Jr.

Dr 
Shelley this morning was indignant over 
the condition of the field after departure 
of the show He said garbage and refuse 
were scattered about the premises and 
that sanitary ditches had been left un- 
covered, It is expected a notice will be 
served on Thomas Watts, proprietor of 
the property, or on the American Legion, 
sponsor of the carnival, to clean the field 
immediately. 

Not knowing the details of the agree- 
ment in this case, it is impossible to 
say who was to blame for the condition 
of the lot—the committee, the owner of 
the lot or the Glick Shows. One of the 
three parties was, to be sure. If Mr. 
Glick failed to arrange with the lot 
owner or committee to do the clean-up 
work, then the finger points to him. 
One thing certain, such a situation does 
not do the carnival business any good, 
and it is especially tough for shows com- 
ing in later—not only carnivals but 
circuses and other tented shows as well. 


No, this Middletown trouble is noth- 
ing new. Leaving lots in bad shape has 
been a common practice with some car- 
nival managers for vears. And don’t 
forget it, the carnival business’ advance 
has been retarded as a result of it 


If carnival managers find it impossible 
to have some of their own men stay 
behind to do the cleaning of show- 
grounds, they should do the next best 
thing, and that is, give the committee 
the money necessary for this work and 
get a receipt therefor. 

A prominent carnival owner, now 
dead, once said he is not a showman 
who will not give the show lot the same 
consideration. from the standpoint of 
cleanliness, that he would give his own 
backyard.

Editor The Billboard: 

I am taking this opportunity to invite 
your attention to an article which ap- 
peared in your publication on page 60, 
under date of July 21, headed “Fred Rex, 
Acts Hold the Bag in Toronto.” 

I sincerely believe that it is your in- 
tention to give fair treatment to all who 
come in contact with you, and I am 
just wondering if you could possibly 
realize just what serious damage has 
been done to my business as well as to 
me personally. To begin with, you 
could not have had all the facts in your 
possession when the article was written. 
In fact, it is very difficult to find one 
true statement in the entire article, with 
the possible exception of your mention 
of Rex's contract with the American 
Federation of Actors, otherwise the ar- 
ticle is aboslutely untrue. 

I have been a constant advertiser in 
your publication for some 20 years and 
during that time you have had no dif- 
ficulty of any sort concerning me, so it 
is evident that you have deliberately 
taken steps to ruin my business as well 
as to question my integrity. It might 
be pertinent here to say that the last 
part of your article could easily be con- 
sidered libelous. This fact, of course, I 
am passing on to my legal adviser for 
opinion. 

Since this article has appeared I have 
been unable to get the necessary acts 
to fulfill contracts, while prior to the 
appearance of the article I was besieged 
each day for bookings. I have at the 
present time one very large booking for 
which I cannot get acts and this con- 
dition is entirely due to the situation 
created by the article published in your 
paper. 

I am writing this letter to you in a 
friendly spirit and I am asking you to 
please publish a retraction of your ar- 
ticle—and I am equally frank to say 
that if this is not done I am going to 
go the limit to protect my interests. 

The whole story seems impossible— 
that you would publish such an article 
without first having made an investiga- 
tion of the facts, and I am awaiting 
your early advice as to your reaction to 
a situation caused entirely by your pub- 
lication.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., July 28.—At an epoch-making conference of coin- 
men here, July 22 to 24, a State-wide association of operators of games of skill in 
New York was formed. The meetings were held in the Grand Union Hotel. 
George R. Thayer, head of the George R. Thayer Company, of Binghamton, N. Y., 
was elected president at the closing session. Other officers elected were Bart Hart- 
nett, Brooklyn, Greater New York Vending Machine Association, vice-president; 
John A. Fitzgibbon, New York distributor, vice-president; Louis Goldberg, Amal- 


gamated Operators, New York, vice-presi- 
cent; L. G. Pickrum, Pickrum-Weaver 
Corporation, MJA, New York, vice-presi- 
dent; S.C. Ide, Automatic Industries, Inc., 
Buffalo, Western New York Operators’ 
Association, treasurer; Baldwin L. Jagger, 
representing Rochester operators, Newark, 
N. Y., secretary; Benjamin H. Haskell, 305 
Broadway, New York, general counsel. 

The official sessions opened on Monday 
morning, Benj. H. Haskell, chairman of 
the steering committee to organize the 
conference, presiding. Associations rep- 
resented by officials or unofficial delegates 
were the Amalgamated Vending Machine 
Operators’ Association, Manhattan; 
Amusement Men's Association, Inc., New 
York; Central New York Skill Games 
Owners’ Association, Utica; Greater New 
York Digger Operators’ Association, New 
York: Metropolitan Jobbers’ Association, 
Inc., New York; Queens-Nassau-Suffolk 
Amusement Association, Inc., Rochester 
Skill Game Owners’ Association, Roches- 
ter; Western New York Skill Game Own- 
ers’ Association, Buffalo. 


Series of Speakers Heard 


H. H. Weaver, president of the Metro- 
politan Skill Games Board of Trade, Inc., 
read the call for the conference and ex- 
plained the purposes of the meeting as 
the first speaker. Then followed an in- 
teresting series of speakers representing 
various trade groups. Afternoon commit- 
tee sessions were held, which returned to 
the evening session with a number of im- 
portant recommendations. A legal com- 
mittee recommended that Benj. H. Haskell 
be employed as general counsel, the re- 
port being referred to the board of di- 
rectors of the new organization for action. 
A publicity committee made important 
recommendations for a program to cover 
the State, including the recommendation 
that pin games be referred to as “baga- 
telle games” if no legal obstacles pre- 
vented its use.

Protect Locations © 


Many things are happening to suggest the need of pro- 
tecting locations from all undue fears and alarms. 


It seems foolish to mention the value of locations to the 
operator and yet there are many cases in which the coin ma- 
chine trade has shown a lack of appreciation of the importance 
of locations to the industry. 


As the trade setup has been: known since its beginning, 
there is a chain of the manufacturer, then the distributor, jobber, 
operator and finally the location. There have been arguments 
as to which is the most important, but it is like arguing which 
comes first, the hen or the egg. 


The purpose of this article is to suggest the need of giving 
more attention to protecting locations from any scare or need- 
less alarm that might react to the injury of the business. Any 
operator can readily see that if something happens to close 
all or even part of his locations he will be out of business. And 
yet some operators permit themselves to be agitated about cer- 
tain things to the point of becoming antagonistic toward loca- 
tion owners. The abuses which have arisen among locations 
are well known, but as long as the operator has to ask for places 
to put his machines it is better to return good for evil and 
protect the locations in all reasonable ways. 


Operators in every town need the good will and moral 
support of every merchant and business man that it is possible 
to get. A handful of operators may not get attention, but the 
locations can do more than any other influence to get unfair 
legislation and taxes repealed. 

One of the ways in which the trade must try to protect 
locations is by guarding against including heavy fine and im- 
prisonment clauses in bills and ordinances that might be ap- 
plied to locations. Altho the offense might be one that would 
rarely happen, the reaction of many law-abiding merchants is 
to refuse to accept devices into their stores when there is a 
bill or ordinance with the threat of a big fine that might be 
applied to them. 

The child problem is a case in point. An ordinance that 
threatens a location with a big fine for permitting children to 
play machines will scare a lot of locations and cause them to 
reject all amusement devices. It is not a pleasant thing to ask 
a merchant to become a policeman to keep children away from 
his games. 

The proposed Louisiana bill seems to have hit the happy 
medium. In this bill the merchant is only required to see that 
no prizes are offered or given to minors under 18. That is a 
very reasonable requirement and no merchant could object to 
enforcing it. Such a law would not “scare” any merchant out 
of accepting machines in his place of business. 

There is also a widespread movement at present in threat- 
ening locations with infringement suits, alleging that they may 
be using a game that infringes on some patent. The serious 
damage that this practice can do to the trade is beginning to 
dawn on those who know what is going on at the present time. 
It is a matter about which members of the trade everywhere 
should inform themselves and be prepared to protect locations. 

It should be the object of the trade to remove as many 
causes of fear from the locations as possible. Every operator 
must have good locations to stay in business and he must help 
to protect his locations from undue fears and responsibility.

GLOVERSVILLE, N. Y., July 28.—A digger test case which had been watched 
with great interest thruout the State was decided favorably here by Judge Calder- 
wood in the Pulton County Court. The case originated when Fred Beman was 
convicted for operating digger-type machines by a justice of the peace in James- 
town, N. Y. Beman paid his fine under protest and then appealed. The charges 


originated under the Esquirol-Robinson 


until statements from Senatcr Esquirol, 


have tended to clear up some of the 
questions arising under the new law. 
Benjamin H. Haskell, legal counsel for 
the Metropolitan Skill Games Beard of 
Trade, Inc., and other trade organiza- 
tions in New York City, represented Be- 
man in the case. He presented before 
the court letters from Senator Esquirol 
and other high State officials showing 
that they did not believe the Esquirol- 
Robinson Law was meant to prohibit the 
general type of digger machines. The 
opinion in the now famous Washington, 
D. C., case in which diggers were pro- 
nounced “games of skill,” was also pre- 
sented. Attorney Haskell was compli- 
mented by Judge Calderwood for his 
presentation of the defense to the court. 


The district attorney argued that the 
digger machine came under the Esquirol- 
Robinson statute and that it was a “slot 
machine” or gambling device. The court 
ruled that the digger is not a “slot ma- 
chine” in the sense intended by the 
statute and that it is a legal amusement 
device. Judge Calderwood’s opinion is 
considered one of the most favorable on 
this type of machine in the State and its 
expected to give widespread encourage- 
ment to operators. The Metropolitan 
Skill Games group was greatly pleased 
due to the work of its legal counsel 
Mr. Haskell, ‘n the case. It is announced 
that the written opinion of the judge 
will be published by the Skill Games 
Board as soon as received and made 
available to the trade thruout the State. 


Local Newspaper Gives 
Full Details of Case 


GLOVERSVILLE, N. Y., July 28—In 
bold headlines The Leader-Republican, 
local newspaper in Gloversville and 
Johnstown, told the story of the decision 
of Judge Calderwood in which digger- 
type machines were declared to be games 
of skill. The newspaper also published in 
full the written opinion of the judge 
in the case, which is expected to be of 
first-rate importance to the coin-machine 
industry in the State. The complete 
story as told in the local newspaper, along 
with the written opinicn of the judge, 
follows: 

“Ruling that a so-called crane or Jigger 
machine ts a game of skill rather than of 
chance, and does not come under the 
definition of a slot machine, County 


Judge T. Cuthell Calderwood has reversed 


the convict'on of Fred Beman, of Glovers- 
ville, charged with possessing and opera- 
tion of one of these ‘diggers,’ and has 
ordered restoration of his property. 

“Beman was found guilty at a hearing 
held before Justice of the Peace John 
E. Dye of the town of Johnstown and 
fined $10. He paid the fine under protest, 
then made application to the county 
judge for a restraining order permitting 
An appeal from Dye’s decision. 

“The appeal was argued a week ago 
before Judge Calderwood, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Willard L. Best appearing 
for the People, and Attorney Benjamin 
H. Haskell, of New York, and Emmett 
A. Glynn, of Gloversville, for the de- 
fendant. 

“The Beman matter was in the nature 
of a test case for a judical interpretation 
of the law concerning ‘diggers,’ as there 
are three similar actions now pending 
before Justice Foster of Caroga Lake. 

; “Judge Calderwood’s opinion is as fol- 
ows: 

“There is no dispute as to the facts. 
The defendant, having been arrested for 
an alleged violation of Section 982 of the 
Penal Law, appeared before John E. Dye, 
Esq., Justice of the Peace, June 28, 1934, 
and pleaded not guilty. His testimony 


Law and the appeal has been delayed 
the attorney-general and other cfficials 


was taken, from which it appears that on 
June 3, 1934, when arrested, he owned 
and had in his possession a certain five- 
cent vending machine No. F. 1164, com- 
monly known as a crane or digger ma- 
chine. 


“It was so constructed that money 
could be inserted and thereafter by oper- 
ation of a lever or other device in the 
hands of the operator articles of different 
value were obtained and it was used for 
that purpose. Asked if there was any 
way of knowing what article you were 
going to get from the machine at the 
time you inserted the nickel, defendant 
replied that the ordinary person without 
any experience could sect the claw ap- 
proximately where the operator wanted it 
to drop, but could not pick any pre- 
viously selected prize. On cross examina- 
tion conductei by his counsel the de- 
fendant testified that the dial could be 
set so the claw would drop over any 
article in the machine and even if the 
claw did not pick up the article it would 
be able to do so if dropped over said 
article properly. 

“On redirect examination by the as- 
sistant district attorney, defendant stated 
he could not do this every time. It 
further appeared from the testimony of 
the defendant that the machine in ques- 
tion was then in the possession of the 
State Troopers, had been used and money 
was tn said machine and articles of value 
had been remceved from it. 


“After the taking of the defendant’s 
said testimony, above referred to, both 
the People and the defendant rested. 
Thereupon the defendant moved to dis- 
miss the complaint upon the ground that 
the aforesaid machine is not a gambling 
machine, but a vending machine, within 
the meaning of said law. To the denial 
of this motion the defendant noted an 
exception. 

“The People thereupon moved for 
sentence, whcreupon the court found the 
defendant guilty and pronounced sen- 
tence of $10 fine or imprisonment tn the 
Fulton County jail for 10 days. Appeal to 
this court from this judgment was duly 
allowed by order dated July 7, 1934, and 
said appeal was argued before me, 
pursuant to said order, July 14, 1934. 

“The only issue for determination is 
one of law, whether said machine is one 
the ownership, possession and permitted 
use of which ts prohibited by the afore- 
said Section 982 of the Penal Law, which 
became a law May 7, 1934, and whether 
the maintenance and keeping of said 
machine by the defendan* is a public 
nuisance under Section 972 of the Penal 
Law. 

“In determining whether or not the 
defendant is in fact guilty of the offense 
charged it is of primary importance to 
determine the intention of the Legisla- 
ture in enacting said Section 982. This 
section when before the Legislature for 
enactment into law was known as the 
Esquirol slot machine bill, because Sena- 
tor Esquirol was the sponsor thereof. 

“In letter from Senator Esquirol to 
Theodore Blatt under date June 18, 1934, 
in response to a request for further ex- 
pression on the subject of this so-called 
Esquirol slot-machine bill, especially with 
respect to whether said law was intended 
to cover the so-called ‘digger’ machines. 
the author states in substance over his 
signature, as follows: 

“(1) It was and still is his opinion 
that the law was framed and worded in 
order to reach the common form of slot 
machine and no other; 

“(2) That several groups interested in 
the games in which the inquirier was in- 


terested (which includes the ‘digger’) ap- 
proached Assemblyman Robinson and the 
author with request to write into the act 
a specific exemption for these articles, and 
it was then agreed that this was not 
necessary and that the law was specific 
enough to exempt them and definite in its 
interests to eradicate the common form 
of slot machine. 

“(3) Again, applying the test of the 
law to the ‘digger,’ it would seem that 
they are plainly exempted. 

“First, 


“The machine must have a slot. (The 
‘digger’ has such). 


“Second, 


“After the insertion of the coin the ma- 
chine operates or can be operated. (The 
‘digger’ does this). 

“Third, 

“There must be the possibility of the 
operator obtaining some reward as the 
result of a chance or other outcome un- 
predicable to him. (The operator may re- 
ceive a prize or candy or both and this 
receipt of such depends upon the opera- 
tion of the machine. However, it does not 
depend upon chance or some other un- 
predicable outcome, because the operator 
has control over the ‘digger’ and may set 
it where he wants it. The fact that he 
misses his aim is not chance or an un- 
predicable outcome). 


“(4) Plainly, then, they (the ‘digger’ 
machines) do not meet the measure of 
the law as to what a slot machine is. It 
would be well to always remember that 
the slot machine intended is wholly me- 
chanical. The player has no part in 
predicting or otherwise endeavoring to 
control the result of its operation. This 
is quite different from the ‘diggers’ and 
other forms of machines. 


“Senator Esquirol concludes his com- 
munciation with the statement that the 
new law does not embrace and was not 
intended to embrace the ‘digger.’ 

“Subsequent to the effective date of 


the statute here in question the Division 
of State Police requested of the Attcrney 
General an opinion as to the construction 
to be placed thereon. 


“Under date June 21, 1934, such opinion 
was rendered. While not controlling on 
the courts, this opinion is valuable in the 
light it sheds on the legislative intent in 
enacting the present Section 982 of the 
Penal Law. 


“In his opinion the Attorney General 
points out that we have already in the 
Penal Law Section 973, on the keeping of 
gaming and betting establishments, and 
Sections 1370 and 1376, in relation to lot- 
teries. As I understand this opinion the 
intent and purpose of the Legislature in 
enacting Section 982 of the Penal Law was 
to prohibit the use of a common gambling 
device in the results of the operation of 
which the individual player has no con- 
trol—-the common variety of slot machine 
in which coins or tokens are inserted and 
money or tokens exchangeable for value 
are emitted upon certain chance results, 
and not to prohibit either the ownership 
or operation of machines where the results 
achieved are dependent on the skill of the 
operator rather than on mechanical 
chance. 

“The Attorney General described the 
‘digger’ machine as one in which a me- 
chanically operated crane may procure, in 
addition to certain candies, other mer- 
chandise of value in the form of prizes 
which operated in a certain manner. He 
characterizes the ‘digger’ machine as be- 
ing in a class between the slot machine 
dependent wholly on mechanical chance 
on the one hand, where the skill of the 
operator does not enter, and the mer- 
chandise vending machines on the other. 

“He reaches the conclusion that no hard 
and fast rule can be laid down with re- 
spect to machines of the ‘digger’ type, but 
states if we are to follow the principles 
laid down in the cases we must dceter- 
mine in each instance the extent to

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Chute Patents 
Win on Appeal 


CHICAGO, July 28.—The United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Seventh 


Circuit on July 16 handed down an opin- 
fon in the case of Walter A. Tratsch, 
president of the A. B. T. Manufacturing 
Company, of Chicago, and the Monarch 
Tool and Manufacturing Company, of 
Cincinnati, vs. the Chicago Lock Com- 
pany. The appeal to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals was taken from 
the decision of the District Court for 
the Northern District of Illinois, Eastern 
division. 


The District Court’s decision was 
handed down on Febrvary 1, 1934, ac- 
cording to statement by Threedy & 
Cannon, attorneys for plaintiffs, hold- 
ing that the Chicago Lock Company had 
infringed U. S. letters patent No. 
1908752, granted to Louis M. Hall on 
March 16, 1933, on his invention in a 
coin-controlled device, the said patent 
being jointly owned by the plaintiffs; 
the District Court at the same time 
holding that the Hall patent mentioned 
was valid and not anticipated by the 
prior art patents set up by the defend- 


ant in its answer and urged upon the ‘ 


court as anticipating this patent. 


The District Court further held that 
while patent No. 1908380, granted on 
May 9, 1933, to Walter A. Tratsch, one 
of the plaintiffs, and jointly owned by 
the plaintiffs, on his invention in a 
coin slide, was infringed by the defend- 
ant’s coin slide, the claims of the 
Tratsch patent were anticipated by the 
prior art patents set up by the defend- 
ant in its answer and urged upon the 
court as anticipating the claims of this 
patent. 


The defendant appealed from the rul- 
ing of the District Court on the Hall 
patent, and at the same time the plain- 
tiffs appealed from the decision of the 
District Court on the ruling of invalid- 
ity of the Tratsch patent. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals in its 
opinion hereinbefore referred to sus- 
tained the ruling of validity and in- 
fringement of the Hall patent and sus- 
tained the ruling of invalidity of claims 
1 to 5 of the Tratch patent, but re- 
versed the ruling of the District Court 
on its ruling of invalidity of claims 6 
and 7 of the Tratsch patent, holding 
that the District Court erred in its rul-

DETROIT, July 28.—Many small oper- 
ators are dropping out of the coin ma- 
chine business, according to Henry C. 
Lemke, who finds that he is taking many 
names off his books as a jobber. Most 
of these sre men who have entered the 
business in the last three years and are 
now able to find employment in some 
other occupation. Many, if not all, were 
younger operators who have in many 
cases taken less interest in the efficient 
management of business than men who 
have been in the coin machine field for 
several years and regard it as a stable 
trade, Lemke says. 

Because of these facts, the opportuni- 
ties for remaining operators are consid- 
erably improved, he adds further. There 
is less corhpetition and the available lo- 
cations can be more equitably distrib- 
uted. Also, the trade will remain in the 
hands of men who regard it as their 
permanent business. 


Kline Coin Machine Sales Company is 
now managed by Donald C. Kline ex- 
clusively. He was formerly in partner- 
ship with Walter Holaing and Russell 
Davis, who have now left the business. 
The Kline firm has disposed of peanut 
and gum venders and is now concentrat- 
ing on pin table games, 


Morris Smith, operator, reports sales 
holding up well on nut venders for the 
summer months, altho this period usu- 
ally means a drop. Smith operates both 
peanut and pistachio venders. He also 
kas pinballs and reports that play would 
be excellent “if they would only let us 
alone.” 


Fleet Via Parcel Post 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 28—A full- 
sized Fleet table game was shipped by 
the Bally Manufacturing Company, 
Chicago, to the Advance Automatic 
Sales Company here. It is probably the 
first time such a thing has been done 
in the industry, Louis E. Wolcher, of 
the Advance firm, suggests. 

“In our efforts to offer operators the 
latest and best equipment at all times, 
and due to the fact that the strike con- 
ditions here had thoroly paralyzed all 
traffic, we asked that a sample Fleet be 
sent to us by parcel post,” said Wolcher. 
“Operators were given this prompt 
service.”

Some operators fear also that this ine 
spection tour is advance notice of a tax 
on scales.

PUSH-OVER 


Explains Shifts 
In Population 


That there is a process of decentral- 
ization or whatever it may be called— 
@ movement to emphasize the small 
cities and towns—is quite evident. 
Whenever there are shifts in the popu- 
lation and also in the buying power of 
the population it is sure to have its 
reactions in the coin-machine industry. 
Drug Trade News, New York, calls the 
attention of retail druggists to the 
movement, and whatever affects drug 
stores will also affect the thousands of 
coin devices placed in them. 

“In years past,” says the drug trade 
paper, “certain manufacturers have been 
prone to minimize the importance of 
small-town markets. Despite the suc- 
cess Of such organizations, achieved 
mainly by obtaining the whole-hearted 
co-operation of small-town merchants, 
these manufacturers have contended 
that dealers in rural communities were 
losing their importance as distributors 
of merchandise because of the fact that 
population was rapidly shifting into the 
urban centers. 


“The point of view of these manufac- 
turers, we predict, will shortly be al- 


“In support of this prediction we 
wish to point out a number of highly 
significant trends that have become evi- 
dent within the last few years: 


“1. Statistics gathered by the Bureau 
of the Census show that more than 
2,500,000 people have pulled up their 
stakes in the big cities during the years 
from 1930 to 1933 and have emigrated 
‘back to the land.’ 


“These emigrants have taken with 
them the buying habits they cultivated 
in the skyscraper centers. Already 
they are making demands of retailers 
in the small towns for merchandise the 
latter never would have dreamed, hither- 
to, of selling. 


“2. A similar decentralization is tak- 
ing place in industry itself. A nation- 
wide survey by Business Week, in which 
Chambers of Commerce in cities thruout 
the United States co-cperated, gives 
some interesting figures. Based on data 
obtained from 29 cities, the survey shows 
that, in 14 of these communities, 70 
houses moved from larger cities or set 
up plants in additon to those main- 
tained in the great metropolises. 

“Such decentralization of industry 
means not only that it will bring about 
a closer contact of manufacturers with 
rural communities but also that it will 
add a large body of industrial labor to 
small towns. 

“3. The establishment of the cost 
definition in the retail drug code and 
of similar minimum price provisions in 
the codes of other trades has, for the 
first time, put small merchants on the 
same plane with large ones. 

“Price advantages do not now lie al- 
most entirely with large-scale distribu- 
tors, the great majority of whom have 
been operating in the big cities. In 
fact, whatever advantage is now avail- 
able rests with the small-town dealer, 
for it has long been known that the 
latter’s operating costs are invariably 
lower than those of his confreres in the 
granite-clad centers of population. 

“Under the new circumstances the 
rural merchant can offer goods of 2 
quality and price comparable with that 
offered in the great cities. 

“4. The growth of the radio and of 
the moving pictures, among other 
things. has removed from the minds of 
many small-town folk the glamour of 
shopping in the big towns. 

“No longer is there the need that 
once existed. and which was made pos- 
sible by the development of good and 
easy transportation, to jaunt off to the 
busy marts ‘just for the fun of it.’ To- 
day the ruralites may go to the cities 
for entertainment, but they'll do their 
shopping at home.”

Esquirol Explains Law 

The final session was followed by 
luncheon at which Senator Joseph A. Es- 
quirol, Brooklyn, author of the Esquirol- 
Robinson bill, was the chief speaker.

The opinion from 
the attorney-general’s office, he said, was 
secured to give legal standing to their or- 
ders to permit the operation of games of 
skill.

machine is not such a slot machine as is 
contemplated and defined by such law. 

“Therefore, the judgment of conviction 
should be and hereby is reversed and set 
aside and the information dismissed. 
Restoration should be made to defendant 
of his property.
